afterwaids was 
retained for 


$2,000 by Bo Illn White to defend the patent in court. 
Butler was among those who spoke to-aay in favor 
of passing the bill, the objections of the President to 
the contrary notwithstanding. When lie started to 
spoaS Farnsworih made the point of order on him 
that he was interested In the bill, had been on both 
aides of it, and it was not, therefore, right that he 
should wee part for or against it In the House. 
FarKswortli charged that Butler had at flrst opposes 
the extension of the patent, and then, in consideration 
of having received a fee of $2,000 from Rollin White, 
Bad come over to the other side. At tms statement 
Butler became livid with rage. Had he been struck; 
with a thunderbolt he could not have exhibited 
greater demoralization. Farnswortu was as cool as 
if nothing had happened out of the ordinary routine.

Tine Csiso of W. Scott Smith. 


The select committee on the resolution requiring 


w. Scott Smith, of the New Yoik Eaenmo fott, to 
show cause, If he can, why he should not be expelled 
from the reporters' gallery for certain publications 
In that paper, to-day made a report. After stating 
all that appeared before them they say that in their 
judgment Representatives Fitch and McCormick 
stand completely exonerated from all charge or sus- 
picion, or even complicity In, any of the schemes for 
sustaining tlie Cuban cause by the use of improper 
Influence. In considering the resolution of espul- 
elon of Smith the question or legal rights and the 
liabilities of conductors of the piess comes properly 
under review. The law upon this subject has kept pace 
with the advance of free principles In other respects. 
A free press is the life of a free government. The 
representatives of the people are but their servants 
and agents, and it is of*the Highest importance that 
tlie people have means of Information as to tne con- 
duct of their representatives upon all matters of 
public concern. The public press is the only means 
of making such information generally Known to the 
people. It should, therefore, be allowed the most 
unlimited freedom consistent with individual rights 
and individual reputations. la former times the 
publication of proceedings of judicial tribunals and 
parliamentary bodies were not privileged it they re- 
flected injuriously upon private character; but the 
law is now settled that such reports are entirely 
privileged, provided tney are fairly and honestly 
reported.

discussion and comment in the public press, 
subject only to the condition that tney are made 
honestly and upon reasonable grounds of belief 
upon their truth. The committee are satisfied that 
Smith had no wanton or malicious purpose to de- 
fame or malign either Mr. Fitch or Mr. McCormick. 
His fault was in not exercising caution in relation to 
the authority upon which he made his statements, 
and his failure in tnls respect is to be attributed to 
that somewhat excessive anxiety and rivalry among 
correspondents to provide for their respective em- 
ployers earlier and more startling news than any 
other. The most that can bo made of Taylor's affi- 
davit Is that propositions or offers had been made to 
members, and not tuat any had been accepted. The 
assumption was clearly unjustifiable. 
While the 


Committee consider that the correspondent of the 
Eiemny Fast has not been without fault, they are 
also ol opinion that Sis fault is not of such flagrant 
character as to jusitf? his expulsion from the gallery, 
or even to wan ant any formal resolution of cenauie. 
They, therefore, recommend the resolution referred 
to them be laid on the table. 


The teeislatlve Appropriation Bill. 


Hr. Savlllo, Chief Cleric of the Tieasury Depart- 


ment, was again before the committees to-day on the 
subject of tne legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
piopnatlons. The estimates of the Secretary of the 
Treasury were made upon the absolute requirements 
of the government. TJie House, by a policy of sense- 
ess economy, has made a material redaction m 
amounts, it would seem without any reference to 
the exigencies of the service. Should the bill pass 
in Una form some branch ol the publ.c business will 
have to suffer. 


Department of Internal Revenoe* 


Tlie bill reported by Representative SchencE 


changes the Bureau of Internal Revenue into a de- 
partment, the Commissioner to be the head, at $8,000 
per annum. There la also to be an Assistant Com- 
missioner, salary $4,500, five heads of divisions, sal- 
arles $3,000; nlnety.flve male and flfty female clerks; 
twenty-five supervisors, salaries $3,000-to be ap- 
pointed—and assistant supervisors, not exceeding 
twenty-five, and to receive not more than eight dol- 
lars per day. a he bill also provides for revenue 
gangers, assessors ana collectons. The number of 
assistant assessors employed at the time or the pass- 
ago of tlila act shall be permanently reduced by the 
discharge of all officers of that class who are assigned 
specially to the assessment of any taxes which shall 
have been abollsned bylaw; and the Commissioner 
Is further required to i educe the number of .assistant 
as»«8,-ora tu propoitiou to any reduction of theser- i 


vloe of RSKssmenCS -which 4aa bgen made, or may 
hereafter be aiada, by a repeal or any portion of in- 
ternal taxes. 


Tbe Public Drtt Accounts. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has Issued Instruc- 


tions relative to public debt accounts. The flrst ob- 
ject Is to flx the titles by which tae outstanding se- 
curities of the government shall hereafter be Known, 
to the several offices, ana thereby secure uniformity 
and accuracy in all business relating to them. The 
second, to systematize the debt accounts, and thera- 
by make them more accurate, simple and safe, 


Excluding Visitors from tbe Treasury. 


The Secretary of the Treasury this morning issued 


an order stating that the recent loss of tao.ooofrom 
the Treasury affords a fit opportunity to mace and 
enforce a rule by which all persons not members of 
Congress or of the administration sball be excluded 
from the rooms in which money Is received, assorted 
or Kept, except on written permission of toe Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The chiefs of money divisions 
are directed to enforce this rule. 


Retorting of tbe Gulf Mall Route. 


The Guir maE route, heretofore running from New 


Orleans via the Eastern Gulf and Key West to 
Havana, will be reler, from the 30th of June, for four 
years. The Postmaster General has the discretion 
of accepting the proposals, raaBng either Mobile or 
Sew Orleans the initial point of the line. 


No Change ly the Whiskey Taxes. 


Mr. Brooks, of New Tort, a member of the Com- 


miMee oh Ways and Means, authorizes the statement 
that the committee has resolved to report no bill or 
amendment at this session of Congress in relation to 
whiskey, tobacco or fermented liquors. These arti- 
cles will therefore remain for another year under 
the present rates of taxation unless Congress re- 
verses the action of the committee.

THE SF. D03I5SO TREATY 


Testimony of Consul Perry and General 


ISnbcock Before the Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, June 22,1870. 


Tne following Is a synopsis of the testimony taken 


by the select committee of the United States Senate 
charged to inquire into the allegations contained In 
the petition of Davis Hatch and accompanying 
papers. 


The select committee, composes of Messrs. Nye, 
Terry, Howard, Williams, Schurz, Wanur and 
Vickeis, on June 9,1S70, met in the room or the Com- 
mittee on Territories, m tnc.Capitoi. The investiga- 
tion began by the presentation of the petition of Davis 
ILitch, iiraying the intervention of the co /eminent in 
his belialf in obtaining damages Tor his imprisonment 
ana tor propeiry taken by thu authorities of at. Do- 
mingo. The amount of damages fixed in the petition 
is *60,ooo. With, this petition, were nied several docu- 
ments, a letter from Hatch to President Baez, mak- 
ing his claim for damages at tUc amount mentioned, 
also a narration of his presence and business in st, 
Dommgo, giving a. fall and.complete account of the 
object of tlie undersigned in being temporaiily a re- 
sident of Hie Dominican republic, and onus difficulty 
n it li the go rerninenl of m it republic while under tne 
administration of President Bae^; also the circum- 
stances under winch no wad deprived of his 
property.

A. 1 am at present commercial agent of the United

Q. How do yon know that he Is in favor of it ? A. 
Because I have conversed with his strongest friends 
In St. Domingo City. 


Q. If the United Slates were in the possession of 
the Island is there any party there that would make 
anyihing liKo organized opposition ? A. There Is a 
party, but it does not amount to much; it Is so 
weak; the opposition to annexation is very small; 
I think there is a two-thirds or three-fourths vote on 
tbe island in favor of annexation. 


O. E. BABOOCK 8WOBN. 
Q. Yon belong to the army of the United States ? 
A. Yes sir, I am in the corps of engineers, Hmied 
States Army. 


Q. How long have you been stationed here? A. 
Since the close of the war, In 1865. I came with 
General Grant, when he came here, after the close of 
the war, in 1865. 
Q. Did you go to St. Domingo last fall? A. I went 
flrst in Jnly. 


Q. Wlut did you do when you went there? A. I 
went as a special agent of the government. My In- 
structions were given me by the State Department 
m writing, and I had various conversations 
with 
the President as to the subject matter 
ol my trip, 
the President 
telling me tint 
a number of parties had reported 
to him 
that there was a. desire on tne part of the 
people or St. Domingo to become annexed to the 
United btates. He did not at the time name to me 
the name of any narty who had so represented. 
By some it was thought that only a portion of the 
government officials there were in favor of annexa- 
tion, but that the President of the republic \i as 
not. My instructions were to go to the island 
and have a conversation with President Baez my- 
self, and for that purpose I was. furnished with a 
passport and the ordlnaiy letter accrediting me to 
the fcecretary of State or that government, and also 
a letter introducing ine from President Grant to 
President Baez. After my arrival theie I had a free 
conversation with President Baez in reference to the 
subject or annexation, when he told me he was m 
favor 
of annexation; that 
his Cabinet were 
with him, and that no was faatisfied a great majority 
of his people were m lav or of annexation. 1 told 
him I had 110 authority to make a treaty, nor could I 
bind President Grant to a treaty, but that 1 would 
taue back 
for president Grant's action any 
proposition he, Bae/, might have to make. We 
were 
engaged a 
number of 
days in dis- 
cussions 
of 
the 
subject. 
President 
Baez 
directed Gautier, his Secretary 
of State, 
to 
reduce to writing a memorandum as to TV hat he 
and I agreed upon, which memorandum was to be 
kept in entire confidence Uy President (irant; this 
was to satisfy President Grant that Baez was in 
favor of this, and that he would abide oy the terms 
of the memorandum agreement in case tnat 
anybody was bent empowered to make a treaty; 
onj the 
22d ,of August ilr. K. 
Somers Smim 
came into the hoi.se of President Baez to pay his 
respects with the other Consuls, and introduced the 
subject ol the Imprisonment or Mr. Hatch, saying 
that he wanted a copy or the charges against Hatch. 
President Baez then instructed the Interpreter to tell 
me what he was telling Mr. S. Smith, which was 
this:— 


"Mr. Smith, I allowed Mr. Hatch to come back 
here on your rcpiesentations aud on your pledge, 
as the representa'lve of the American government, 
that he ~n ouid not oppose the republic; aud what do 
I lind, but ne is there at BaiaQona, and Joined 
wim the 
Cabral parly, ana ,11ns vessel has 
been 
consigned to bun, and his bouse has 
been 
used as 
an 
arsenal, and 
wli/n 
tno 
troops nent down there he fled into the wooJs, but 
they went and found iilin in the bushes." and other 
charges of that kind. 
Mr. Smith represented 
that this man (Hatch) was a man of importance; 
that lie was a friend of Mr. Schell and other people 
In New York in reference to a s.Ut grant, and that he 
Tiad been a correspondent of tne New York Times, 
aud things like tnat. Very soon the conversation 
ceased, Mr. Smith and the President eihlbiilng 
great reeling. 


By Mr. HOWARD, reading from Mr. Perry's letter— 
"I aslad Babcock the day ihe treaty was signed if 
he liad the letter from Baez to our jcovernment, or 
rather, to Hanznont, refusing further advances on 
the loan, and a copy of tne public debt of the 
Island." Do you recollect that? A. I remember 
that Mr. Perry spoke of that, but Mr. Perrv, 1 think, 
must have forgotten a portion of the "conversa- 
tion. 
During the negotiation, when 
It was 
proposed to President Baez that that loan must be 
cancelled, the question occurred how I hat eould be 
done, and a suggestion was made that he should 
write to the Hartrnont people telling them that he 
would receive none of that money, ami I do 
not ioiow but that tnat proposition came from 
me; 
to 
break the 
loan, in other words. 
He 
said 
that if 
we 
mslsved 
on 
it 
he 
would do that; but he suggested that he was 
satisfied that they had not raised the money, and if 
we would let It alone aud tnis letter aliould not be 
written they would fail to come to tune, and that 
would be a fadure on their part. 


Q. speaking or Mr. Fabens, Mr. Perry's letter to the 
State Department of the 7th of June s,iys:—"Bab- 
cock appoints this man also United States agent at 
Samana, and then writes to Baez to have him also 
sent to Washington as plenipotentiary; so he, Pa- 
bens, holds three positions m thiee conflicting In- 
terests at once." Will i on state what are the lacts 
about Fabens being appointed agent at Samana? A. 
I never appointed him agent of any kind wnatever, i 
and I never wrote to Preoident Baez to suggest his ' 
coming here as a ptenipotentiary or minister, 
suggested to Baez that it would be a goou plan to 
send if. Gautier to exchange the ratification of tne 
treaty. 
Q. How much acquaintance had you with Mr. 
Cazeneau? 
A. I flrst met Mr. Cazeneau on the 
island in July, 1869, when I first visited it. 
Q. In Mr. Perry's letter of the Jth of June there 
this btatement, that Baez told Perry that is 
General Cazeneau was j. friend or General Bab- 
cock, and 
was in, direct communication with 
President 
Grant, 
and 
therefore knew 
the 
wishes

In case of annexation Cazeneau would be a verr 
wealthy man and the first Governor of tne island". 
Did you ever have such a conversation as that with 
Baez?

Q. Do you know whether Mr. Perrv had any diffi- 
culty in St. Domingo when he was there / A. Yes, 
sir; I understood he had. 


Q. Have you a despatch or letter from M. Gautier, 
the Dominican Minister for Foreign Alfaira, on tnat 
subject?

table. 


B1L1S BEPOBTED. 


Mr. SUUNEB, (rep.) of Mass , from tiie Committee 


onFoieign Eelations, reported favorably on the bill 
to facilitate telegraphic communication between the 
United States and the Bermuda Islands. 
He also reported a bill to authorize a direct sub- 
marine cable from the Gmted Seated to Belgium. 
Mr. WiCLiAHd, (rep.) of Oregon, reported, with an 
amendment, the bill relative to the unlawful certifi- 
cation of chec"".a by officers of national baufea. 


THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC rtAILKOAD. 
Mr. JTYE, (rep.) of Nev., called up ths b.ll amend- 
ing the act granting lands to aid in the construction 
of a railroad and telegraph line from the states of 
M'ssoun and Arkansas to the Pacific coast by way of 
the southern route. 
The bill is Known as the Atlantic and Paclflc Rail 
road bill, aud extends the time for the construction 
of tlie road so that the company may obtain the 
right or way through tiidian teintory. 
The bnl wao dismissed until half past one o'clock 
and laid aside. 


EEDCCTION Or TAXES. 
Mr. SHEBSTAK, (reo.) of Ohio, called up the bill to 
reduce internal taxe*, and for other pni poses. 
The amendments of the Senate Committee on Fi- 
nance were read. The proposition ol ilte corntmttee 
to dtri^e out the flrst thirty-four sections or the bill 
as it came frorn the House, imposing special taxes, 
was agreed to. 
RMr. IHERMAV explained that the House had pro- 
vided for Keeping up a portion oftte special taxes, 
while the Senate committee proposed to repeal all 
or them except on spirits, tobacco and beer. 
The next three sections or the bill inserted by the 
committee in lieu of the part stricken out were 
read. They provide for tlie repeal, after May l, isn, 
of ail special ia\es except the special taxes upon 
brewers, distilled spirits and tobacco; also that the 
several taxes on sales bo repealed, except sua» as 
are no"v by law paid by stamps; also repealing the 
taxes on sales ol leaf and manufactured tobacco, 
snuff, cigars, foreign and domestic distilled spirits; 
also repealing the lax on articles In schedule A, and 
the special tax on boats, barges and flats; on lega- 
cies and successions, on paaspoits, and on gross re- 
ceipts. 


A discussion ensued upon an objection by Mr. 


CONKLi^G, that the amendments just reported indi- 
rectly Involved the re-enactment of the income tax. 
Mr. SOONER, (rep.) of Mass., said tiie income tax 
must go in any event. It haJ lived too long for the 
good o; the country. 


Mr. SHERMAN was confident that the Senate would 
not strike oui the tax, as in sucn a contingency the 
special taxes would have to be restored. According 
to an estimate at the Treasury Department the in- 
come tax, aa resulated by the House, would vield 
ne\ enteen millions seven hundred thousand dollars. 


Mr. CONELINO saidltws the theory of many well- 
informed persons that all taxes might be dispensed 
with except the stamp tax, liquor tax and tobacco 
tax, and that the odious income tax ougnt not to bu 
revived. 
The substitutes of three sections being aereed to, 
the lourth section, providing lor a pariul repeal of 
the stamp tar, was read. 


Mr. G'0>K1,1NO u^Vcd tllaC tne noxt c«»pHon. wlilfh 
presented tae plalu question of Income, be taken up 
and disposed of be ore the stamp taxes were abol- 
ished. 
He criticised Hie parliamentary skill with 


which the chairman of the; Finance Committee (Mr. 
Sherman) pioposed to have these other taxes re- 
pealed m aavauw of trie income tax as strengthen- 
ing the argument m favor of retamiuK me latter, it 
would then be argued that the gov eminent could not 
afford to dispense with it. 
Mr. SHKKMAN said the general custom upon such 
bills would entitle him to ask that a vote upon the 
Income tax section might be deferied until the bill 
was gone through with; but he was willing to meet 
the question fairly. 
The fourth section was then agreed to repealing 
after October I, 1370, the atauip tax imposed m 
schedule B on pionussorj notes for a lees sum than 
$100; on receipts for any sum of money or in pay- 
ment of any duor, and also the stamp taT imposed in 
schedule C on canned and preserved flsh, further, 
that no stamp shad be required upon the tranbfer or 
assignment of a mortgage except when made upon 
a sale thereof, or when transferred as collateral 
security; also tnait commissions shall be allowed in 
purchase of proprietary stamps. It also allows the 
removal of lucifer or friction matches, cigar ligaw 
and wax tapers from the place of manufacture for 
foreign exportation without payment or ux or the 
affixing of sumps, subject to the regulations of the 
Commissioner or Internal Revenue. 
Mr. SHEKMAN offered a new section, which, as 


amended by Mr. Sawyer, was adopted, extending 
the time within which stamps may be affixed lo 
Instruments of wilting requiring stamps and exe- 
cuted In the late rebellious States until June l, 1S72, 
making tbe penalty double the amount of the tax, 
and in no case less than flve dollars. 


The income tax sections were then taken up. 
Mr. SHERMAN delivered an argument In lavor of 
the retention of the tax, claiming that ita repeal 
would necessitate the restoration of other taxes now 
proposed tp be repealed: that tne repeal of the tax 
on personS Incomes would carry with it the taxes 
on salaries ana corporations, and that.npon incomes 
derived from bonds. It wouU be unconstitutional 
to levy a discriminating Income tax. After review- 
ing tne question at length he remarked that the 
jield from this tax last year was tweuty-eight mil- 
lion three hundred and twenty-two thousand three 
hundred and four dollars, and that under the ex- 
emption o! one thousand dollars only tno hundred 
and seventy-one thousand persons in a population of 
forty millions had paid any income tax at ail. 
Mr. COKUETT, (rep.) of Oregon, opposed the reten- 
tion of the tax. as Having expired by limitation, as 
unnecessary, demoralizing and obnoxious to the 
constitutional prohibition relative to direct taxes. 
The bill was laid over as tne nnunlshed business 
for Thursday. 


IROST MAtt SIEAMSBIPS. 
Mr. FOMEROY, (rep.) of Kansas, offered a resolu- 
tion requesting the Presiaent to transmit any com- 
munication aud proposals he may have received for 
constructing iron steamsnips for the transatlantic 
mail service, &&., which was adopled. 
At half-past four o'ciocK the Senate toot a recess 
till evening. 
Evening Session. 


The Senate met at half-past seven, o'clock and toot 
up t.ie Texas PaclHc Railroad bill, which haa been, 
assigned as the special business of tne evening. 
An amendment for a land grant to the Decatnr, 
Aberdeen and Vicksbivrg Railroad was rejected, 
after discussion, by yeas 20 to nays 23. 


Mr. BUCKINGHAM, (rep.) or Conn., moved an 
amendment striding out the provision for the speedy 
extinguishment by governmsric of tne Indian land 
title in the Indian Territories, which was adopted, 
several Senators remarking that there were no In- 
dian reservatuns along the proposed line. 


Various amendments were submitted and subse- 
quently withdrawn. Among these was one by Mr. 
Brake, authoruinc a branch of the Kansas and Pacl- 
no road, southwardly soma six hundred miles m 
length, from near Fort Ellsworth to Mexico; and 
one by Mr. Morrhl, of Vermont, authorizing rail

BILLS BEPOBTED FROM COMMMTEES. 


Mr. PALMES, (rep.) of Iowa, from the Committee 


on the Pacific Railroad, reported the Mil to authorize 
the construction of a bridje across the Missouri river 
at Omaha and Council Bluffl. 


Mr. WKLIS, (dem.) of Mo., offered an amendmeat 
requiring the spans to be three hundred feet in 
width. 


The amendment was agreed to and the bill passed. 
Mr. WILSON, (dem.) of Minn., from the Committee 
on Public Lands, reported the bill authorizing the 
claim of the State of Minnesota for hinds for the sup- 
port of a State university. Passed—S3 to 76. < 
Mr. SCHENCK, (rep.) of Ohio, from tha Uommlttea 
on Ways and Means, reported the bill to organize 
the Department of Internal Revenue and to regulate 
the collection of taxes, and moved that it be printed 
and made the special order for Wednesday next. He 
s'atea that the bill embraced all that related to the 
organization of the department, the number of 
officers, the machinery for the collection of taxes 
and wnatever connected Iteeit with that branch of 
the, public revenue. It reduced the number of offi- 
cers, clerks and emp'oyfis of the department pro- 
portionately to the reduction of taxes contemplated 
by the bill passed by the House and now before the 
Senate, or about one third. Another feature of the 
Dili was to re enact the old. law in relation to the col- 
lection of internal taxes, leavlrg entirely out of the 
system and repudiating all informers, spies, moie- 
ties, ,tc. 


Mr. WOOD, (dem.) or N. T., asKed Mr. Schencfe 
whether the committee intended do'ng anything to 
simplify the mode of collecting taxes and to compel 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to give plain, 
common sense construction to tlie law. 
Mr. SCIIENCX replied tnat as to simplifying the law, 
the committee had sought in the bill now reported 
to malce the law clearer, 
simpler and plainer 
than it is now: and as to legislating so as to give 
common sense, if that was needed, to a commis- 
sioner or any other officer of the government, the 
committee had not attempted anything of that Kind, 
but left that to tlie Almighty, and the President, who 
selects snch offlcers. 
Mr. WOOD remarked in an undertone that he pre- 
ferred to tase ms chances with tne Ahnlgtuy. 
Mr. BROOKS, (dem.) of I?. Y., 
lennnded Mr. 
Schencfc tnat there was a bill repoited from the 
Committee on Wavs and Means to abolish the duty 
on coal, and suggested that that bill ought also to be 
made a special order. 


Mr. SCHENCK replied that he f3S not instructed 
by the committee to asfc that tnat bill be made a 
special order. It had been reported only under m- 
sti uctions of the House. He himself was in favor of 
a reduction of the duty on coal, but was not in favor 
of putting coal on the free list, and He had an- 
nounced that he would leave the managiSaeut of the 
bill, and any motion to be made In reference to I c, to 
any member who was fnenJly to it. 
'ilie motion of Mr. Schenct was agreed to. 


THE CLAIM OF MASSACHDSETTS.

Mr. BUTLER replied to Mr. Farnavvonh, ana as he 
was speaking members gathered around him so that 
his remarKs were at times very indistinctly heard by 
the reporters. He denied having manifested any In- 
terest In the bill before the House m the way of for- 
warding its passage, and appealed to the chairman 
of the Committee on Patents and to members gene- 
rally to bear him out in that denial. He explained 
tnat in 1867 ne was applied to by certain gentlemen 
In his town, interested to the manufacture of arms, 
and tvho thought that in a, contract thai they were 
about to enter into with the government they might 
Interfere with Rollin \Vmte"s patent, to watch any 
application that might bu made for an extension ol 
that patent, and he had therefore written a letter to 
the commissioner or Patents, stating that these rea- 
sons which tendered it for the interest of the govern- 
ment that the claim for extension should be exam- 
ined before the extension was made. He had never 
heard of It nor had anything further to do 
with it. But in 186S, wa.ie he was at home on 
vacation, Koilia White had come to him anil said 
that there was pending a suit in toe Supreme 
Court of the Dmted States, No. 8; that it had 
been once argued before the Court and then stood 
for reareument; that his counsel was slcS, and that 
he" wished mm (Mr. Bntler) to argue-at. He had, 
therefore, spent four vvee«va of solid time in prepar- 
ing a brief, which he Hied and which tne member 
frony Illinois called a weaK and Uuienificant brief. 
lii& sSfitleman who had originally argued the mat- 
ter u.1!} got well and reargued it, he (Mr. Butler) also 
a'tCBdlng tne argument. For that he had, on tne 
29th of January, isra, received the sum of two thou- 
sand dollars. There haa been then no application, 
pending before Congress lor the extension of ttta 
patent to his knowledge, and he nad not known that 
there ever would be.

intimately connected with their town. He was 
born in Dangan Castle, now a dilapidated pile, 
a few miles outside of Trim. He was educated, as 
we have seen, in Talbot Castle, then the diocesan 
seminary. For many years ne resided in Wellington, 
street, aud took part in the Corporation debates. 
His signature is affixed to all the leading acts of the 
Town Corporation from 178S to 1793. From 1791 to 
1797 he represented the borough in the Irish Parlia- 
ment, and altenvards, when he went forth on tiie 
world, amid the vicissitudes of his extraordinary 
career, he remembered, if not with pride, at leatt 
with Satisfaction, the j ears lie spent la what I may 
call his native town. There is one very curious cir- 
cumstance in connection with the Duke, which I 
heard repeatedly since I came here, and which I saw 
in more that one publication, and that is that the 
ben which he presented when a young man to the 
parish church fell down and was broken on the day 
of Ins death. A Corinthian pillar, surmounted bv Ms 
statue, stands at the head 01 the street in which he 
lived many years, and which, in memory of him, 
bears the name of Wellington. The inscription on 
the tower is as follows:—"This pillar was erected In 
honor of Arthur, Duke of Wellington, by the grateful 
contributions of the people of Meath.'- 


CAUSES AM) TUB MORAL. 
TTny is it, let me ask, that Trim is such a dirty 
town, aud why is it that its inhabitants are so poor f 
It lies in the heart of a fertile country; the Bo>ne 
water flows through it; wealthy farmers Inhabit the 
neighborhood, so tnat it enjoys almost every advan- 
tage oy which it can become wealthy. Yet it is a 
very poor town, and its inhabitants are wretched. 
The cause of all this poverty is owing entirely to the 
lact that, years ago, ihe laoorlngclasses in the coun- 
try were driven rrom their homes and were obliged 
either to emigrate or to take remsre in the towns. 
All who could sailed to America, but a large num- 
ber of the outcasts came Into Trim, Kells and Navan. 
There are no manufactories in Meath; tne trade of 
the town is confined to the supply of the necessaries 
of life to the surrounding inhabitants. There is no 
tillage worth speaking of aad consequently there Is 
little employment for the laboring classes In this 
county. When these poor outcasts entered Trim 
and the other towns of Heath they could find 
nothing to 
do, and 
were obliged, in many 
instances, to have recourse to dishonest means in 
order to make out the common nece=saries of life. 
Stealing ana begging became their chief employment, 
and, between the itueves and the beggars it is 
neither very easy nor very pleasant for strangers to 
pass through tne streets of Trim. 


In addition to those two occupations thev occa- 
sionally tried theisfc and at a work of a still more 
horrible ana revolting nature—namely, thir of agra- 
rian revenge, i^uich. particularly during the last ten- 
months, lias been indulged lu to an aiarmlnc ex- 
tent. Upon the sma'lest pretence, and oftentimes 
without aa;- pretence at all, the most fearful crimes 
have been attempted here, even within the last few 
days. Xot many evenings ago no less than seven 
followers of "Rory of the Hills" paid a visit to a 
most respectable farmer, at a plate called Church- 
town, a mile or two outside this town. 
Some of 
them had their faces blacsened, «hlle others had 
handkerchiefs tied around thsir heads with eve-holes 
cut in them. As the house of the farmer is E'tuated 
in a very lonely part of the country they were not 
very particular as to the time of their visit, for it 
was broad daylight, and numbers of persons were 
about the neighborhood. Thev entered the house 
where they found the ton 01 the owner. This young 
man they placed on ms knees and forced him to 
swear that he would give up some grazing ground 
la ely taken by his father, and then concluded la. 
their uoual fashion, by nrtng a pistol close to his 
ear. in the farm }ard they encountered his father, 
whom they treated In a preciselv s.milar manner. 
Taey told Him they were some of ""Ron's" people 
aud that they were ftotn the adjoining county of 
vre-,tmeath. After demanding a pound sterling 
wnich the farmer gladly paid them, they decamped 
aud have not since been heard of. That they came 
as they sa.d they did, from IVestmeath IB a very 
questionable statement, aad is, I inav tell yon, en- 
tirely disoelieved by all classes in this quarter. It 11 
a well Known fact that in the same locality there are 
several pcicons capable ol committing even woise 
outrage"; than this, it is a very dnngerons lotalitv 
as is evident from the lact that within the last few 
months hall a dozen- similar outrages nave taken 
place tneru, and more are apprehended. 


"EKKOIl AGAINST COEKUtON. 
Though Trim and its vicinity are considered rather 
quiet in comparison with the rest oi Mcath it may 
surprise you to know that, during a period of four 
months, in a small circle urounti tills town, upwards 
of 100 letters have been sent to landiordb and 
graziers thieatcniug rhern with death: 
twelve 
nouses iiiive been broken into, and the mmaits 
placed upon thoir knees and snots flrert owr their 
hfi.idaj- i-ot- ice-, mau it ooiuu ninuM iun u persons 
been llred at when driving aloas cue roan, aud at 
least, one moat brutal murder has been committed. 
Ilicrehrve albo been a large number of malicious 
burntngb and several robberies.

offices aad retinue of clerks. On several occasions I 
called there, was surprised at the continued look ol

A prettier or a mpro exciting race has not taken 


place lor years than that between the little sloop 
yachts Delia and Tiger, which came off to-day in the 
presence of a large and interested assemblage. In- 
deed, no event of the ,kind could have been more 
closely contested, while not a single element was 
wanting to render it a beautiful and scientific exhi- 
bition, affording, as it did, considerable delight to 
many, anda greatainountofauxietytoothersduiing 
the progress of the affair, for large sums were staked 
on the result. The Bella is a Brooklyn boat, and 
belongs to ths Bayonne Yacht Club. She is favor- 
ablyTmownasafastracer, and one, moreover, that 
has never yet been defeated, wnile the Tiger, a new 
boat, was regarded in Bridgeport and vicinity as 
something that could not be vanquished by any 
craft similar to her in dimensions. The admirers of 
both crafts were therefore confident to an enthusias- 
tic degree, not hesitating to back then- assertions by 
substantial tokens of their appreciation. The Tiger 
is twenty-seven feet ten Inches in length, and the 
Bella two inches less, being allowed for the differ- 
ence forty-live seconds, both carrying j'ib, mainsail 
and topsail. 


A more magnificent day for a contest could not 


have favored such a splendid and satisfactory dis- 
play. It was anticipated by thousands of people 
with great interest—a fact that was fully proved by 
the numbers that witnessed and applauded the race. 
The flne steamer Sylvan Grove left Peck slip as six 
A. M. yesterday morning conveying, many persons to 
Bridgeport; but it was not until she arrived at that 
city that the extent of the appreciation ot the affair 
became known.

A traveller who has lately returned from the Soutn 


American republics famishes us with the following 
in relation to the state of affairs in the valley of the 
Bio de la Plata, particularly that portion of It 
known as the Argentine Confederation:— 


About a year ago I sailed from this city on a visit 


to tho valley and plains of the Argentine republic 
for the purpose of investigating its resources, and, if 
possible, be able to open some new fields for tho 
products and manufactures of the United States By 
a closer commercial intimacy there is no doubt that 
the interests ol both countries would be greatly 
enhanced. In regard to the Argentine Confederation, 
Its geographical position, form of government, popu- 
lation, products, soil and climate, the following 
facts, gleaned from various and reliable sources, wilt 
enable the reader to form a correct view of the situ- 
ation in tnat country to-day and how our Interests 
are affected in that section of the world:— 


The Argentine Confederation is situated in the 


southern part of South America, on the west banks 
of the Rio de la Plata, Rio Uruguay and Eio Para- 
guay. On the waters of tue Kio de la Plata Coat at 
least a thousand steam and sailing craft, flying tho 
flags of all nations, and varying in tonnage 
from one to twenty-five hundred tons. It grieves 
me, however, to say that not more tnan from two to 
three per cent of this vast fleet bears aloft the Stars 
and Stripes, and, what is still worse for the citizens 
of the United States, as well as for those of the Ar- 
gentine republic, that while those who are engaged 
in trade and commerce with European States are 
blessed with from flf teen to twenty steam mail com- 
munications per mouth, those wishing to trade di- 
rect with the United States have scarcely a single 
one that can be at all rehed upon. How long this 
state of affairs Is to remain as It Is must be 
determined 
by the heads of 
our 
national 
government. 
The 
Argentine 
government 
is 
now busy lowerinjr tne 
i arias on 
all the 
principal products or the republic, as was made 
evident during the last session of the Argentina 
Congress, when It reduced me tariff on buildmz ma- 
terials, agricultural implements and many other ar- 
ticles about ten per cent, thus opening those mar- 
kets to citizens of the United States. But what aa 
they receive m return f Look at the bill that has 
passed the Lower House of our Congress, whicn 
chops off the last remaining limb of the commercial 
tree that was growing so vigorously in 1865 as to 
reach the amount of 28,020,200 pounds of wool on 
skins alone. This, in 1867, was reduced to 8,173,600 
pounds, thus reducing our traffic on one article 
alone nearly seventy-five per cent by one taiilf bill. 
Enough of thia, however. I have so far wandered 
from my path that I must retrace my steps at once. 
The otuer riveis, the Uruguay and the Paraguay, 
form the principal eastern boundary, and 'will at 
some future time open up vast fle'ds for comm r- 
cial enterprise, being, with the river Parana, which 
flows paitlally through the Argentine lepublic, of 
sufficient depth of water to enable ships of the 
laraest c'ass to navigate them for thousands of miles 
during the greater part of the season. 


On leaving the west bank of the&e rivers r.un your 
eye westward till you reach the peaks of the Audci, 
which form the western boundary between the Ar- 
gentine aad Chilean lepnlihcs, ovor wh»ch up lo 
the 1st of April last has been considered impassable 
lor anything but pack mules or llamas, moving m 
smg.e file 
along the lejges, and clmginj, m 
it wore, lo the bides of the mountain. Tm», Iain 
happy to say, has >)uen overcome, and, what is still 
more pleasing. Is that it has been i.cooniplisheu by 
the Argentines themselves The feat is bucn .a re- 
markable one that I shall copy It as it appears in 
the SiimdarO, ol Buenos Ayrco. It 13 as follows:—

lust, from Chile, at the head of forty-one carls, 
crossing the Andes from Copiapo. Thi^ genUtMimri 
is a near iclative of Presideui, Sarnuenios, of t e 
Argentine Confederation, and hah for the last .six 
years been prepaUiijj for tins hazardous under- 
taking, winch he has carried out in the most satis- 
factory manner, all the vehicles having arrived at 
ban Juan in a perfect btats. Mi. Cistro w.is uufui- 
tunately seized with a &evere indisposition Uuri'ig 
tne journey, to which he nearly fell a victim. The 
journey w^s made In forty-five days.'' 
KeganliUK the climate of tne republic, it in one of 
the healthiest I ever experienced. The soil of tlie 
country Is watered by iniiirulncent rivers, flowing 
through fenilu plains which aiiord pasturage lo 
vast herds or homed cattle, horses and sheep. 
These herds of cattle are attended by numerous 
hordstnon and shepherds, who may be been mounted 
on horseback looking alter their vaiious charges 
Tne idea that these herds run wild is a mis ake 
winch ancient geographers have lalleu lato ana 
which Is here corrccled.

Tie United States is the grand objective point of 


the emigration of the world. Europe and Africa 
have sent us minions of pairs of brawny arms to 
wort in our factories and labor on our lands, and now 
Asia bids fair to become a great recruiting ground 
for our industrial army. John Chinaman Has already 
made himself felt as an Industrial power on the Pa- 
cific Elope, and to nls labor must in great measure be 
attributed the speedy completion oi the great rail- 
road line which spans tne continent; and that road 
now forms his hue of march to the fields and facto- 
ries that lie east of the RocKy Mountain range. How 
far lie will be able to supplement if not supplant the 
skilled labor we already possess is beyond our pre- 
sent power or ca!cnla?'on; but Irom his ingenuity 
and well known Imitative power he must evidently 
become in «ome trade* in our Northern States a for- 
midable rival to tha white man, while it is not im- 
possible that he may completely revolutionize the 
present labor system of the South, for he will afford 
the cultivators or cotton, of sugar and of rice the 
means or supplying themselves with a sufficiency of 
laborers not only to fill the places of those "freed- 
men" who have "retired" from the field of active 
industry, but to meet the extra demand that is 
dally being created there by tne influx of Sorthern 
capital. 


Although parties of a hundred or two each of Chi- 


nese have been received in the Southern States 
within the past few months, no attempt has been 
made to Introduce them on a large scale till the pre- 
sent time, when we find that 1,500 are engaged to 
wort: upon the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad, 
in lien of negroes, who have b"en trisd but found 
wanting. The ready manner to which Mr. Koop- 
manscnap has shown himself able to fill the order 
given for these laborers naturally leads one to sup- 
pose that he will be equally able to fill all In'inre 
orders "on the shortest notice and on the most 
reasonable terms." 


In view or the "coming man," K is therefore well 


to consider the canabilities of Asiatics as laborers. 
We have no data to aliowwhat he is able to ac- 
complish in skilicraft further tlian the proofs of 
his handiwork which our shippers are continu- 
ally importing from the Ceiestial Land; but the sta- 
tistics of the British colonies, in which for more than 
thirty years coolies nave been employed, give us 
ample evidence of the results which have attended 
tnelr engagement as manual laborers. And, as the 
object is now one of vital Interest, we place before 
our readers the most complete and comprehensive 
account of the coolie system that has yet appeared. 


CHINESE AND HINDOOS. 


The coolie proper of the British colonies, how- 


over, is not a Chinaman, but a Ilindoo. Stdl ne is 
an Asiatic and a heathen, and both are varieties of 
the same race, between whom there is a sufficient 
similarity to warrant us in inquiring Into the results 
of the labor of one as a guidance to the prospective 
results of the labor of the other. Beyond this, as 
wilt-be observed further on, there is, In two of the 
colonies, a considerable sprinkling or Chinese 
among the Hindoos, the former industrial clement 
having been, a few yeara ago, very advantageously 
added to the latter. 


The term "coolie"—which is now generally ap- 


plied to all Asiatic laborers, and which Koenipper, 
more than a century and a half ago (spelling the 
word "kali") applied to the Japanese laborers who 
loaded and unloaded the Dutch ships at Nagasaki— 
properly belongs solely to a predatory and barbarous 
horde that formerly infested the province of 
Gujerat, in India, and it is derived from an Hindos- 
tanee word signifying a hired or aay laborer. In 
the British colonies the term "coolie" is only given 
to the immigrants from India, and not to ttiose from 
China. 
THE CAT/SB WHICH I.ED TO THE INTHOBUCTION OF 


COOLIE LABOR. 


The necessity for e new source of labor supply 


•which was fixperlenceu in some of the British colo- 
nies more than thirty years ago had Its origin (as Is 
the oase at present in the South) in the abolition of 
slavery. By the act abolishing slavery, which came 
into effect August I, 1834, the slaves were trans- 
formed into apprenticed laborers and placed under 
the guardianship of special justices of the peace, the 
terms of apprenticeship being for four years, termi- 
nating August l, 1838, after which date tile 
"apprenticed laborers" became absolutely free. 
For the Mauritius these periods were postponed for 
six months. 


The position in which the colonies affected by this 


act were left when their slaves were manumitted is 
too well known. With one exception they were left 
entirely without negro laborers, as the former slaves 
positively refused to work. In Barbados alone was 
prosperity continued without the introduction of an 
entirely new set of laborers, and this was In conse- 
quence of the island being so densely populated that 
tuere was no waste ground for the freedmen to 
squat upon, and they were, as a natural result, left 
to the alternative either to work or to starve. Of 
the rest of the former slave colonies only those 
•which have Introduced coolie labor have been able 
to hold or regain their former productiveness, and 
oy perseverance therein they have, as we shall show 
In the sequel, greatly surpassed the well-known 
prosperity of the era of slavery. 
\THEKE COOLIES HAVE BEES 
SUCCESSFULLY BSl- 


PLOYED. 


The colonies into which coolie labor h»a been in- 


troduced are the island of Mauritius, in the Indian 
Ocean, British Guiana, the West India islands of 
Trinidad, Jamaica, St. Lucia, Grenada, and St. Vin- 
cent and Natal, in Southern Africa. But It is only 
In the first three of these that the system has been 
persevered in and coolies imported in a sufficient 
number to teat the question; and as a result it has 
la these colonies been carried to a successful issue. 
We shall therefore confine our Inquiries to them. 
In Jamaica but few coolies have been received, then- 
introduction into that poverty stricken island being 
stoutly opposed by the negro worshippers of Bxeter 
Hall, on the plea that the Asiatic would Interfere 
with the wages of the African—arrange to say of a 
man that would not work for hire—and the black 
and tan Legislature of the colony did not 
keep faith with those coolies that were introduced. 
However, now that Jamaica is redeemed from negro 
rule, there is a probability that she may profit by the 
experience of her more tortunate sister colonies, 
and a step has already bean made In that direction, 
for, at the instigation of Sir H. Storks, the new gov- 
ernor who was appointed after the late rebellion 
there, emigration from India was recommenced in 
die season of 186G-7, but only upon a small scale. 
The Introduction of coolies into Natal only com- 
menced five years ago, and has thus far been carried 
out upon too small a scale to insure any important 
results. 


THE THREE QEEAT FIELTI3 OP COOLIE LABOR. 


It la well that we should here place the reader in 


possession of a few facia regarding the three colo- 
nies m which the employment of coolies has proved 
remarkably successful. 


The first of these, both in priority of the Introduc- 


tion of the new labor system, and in the extent to 
which it has been carried out, is Mauritius, of the 
Isle of France, situated In the Indian Ocean, about 
<00 miles cast of Madagascar, It is but a 


island, comprising an area of -dniy 432,635 ftcres, o 
678 square miles. Sugar la/na sole production, au 
that with rum and mo^^g Klm ltg stap\9 artlcle 
or export, its population Just before the emanci 
patton of the, slices was 89,816, divided into fre 
malesj U.JSQ; females, 14,071; and slave males, 38,126 
(Wales, 44,032. It will thus be seen that more than 
two-tWrds of the people were held in bondage. 0 
the free population only about eight or nine thou 
saad were white, the rest being colored. 


Next in order comes British Galana, situated on 


the northeast of the Continent of South America, 
ana under this name, in 1831, formed from wha 
was previously the three colonies of Demararn 
Essequiba and iierbice. It contains an area o 
about 70,000 square miles, but only the lands on thi 
seaboard and along the rivers are at present under 
cultivation, and there the sugar cane is the prlncipa 
product. 
The population, according to a census 
taken a few years before emancipation, was 100,376 
of which number 3,877 were white, 8,011 free coiorec 
and 88,688 slaves, the latter forming nearlv nlne- 
tcnths or the whole. 
The last of the three colonies under consideration 
is Trinidad, an is'and situated on the northeast of 
the cont.nent of South America, from which it is 
separated by the Gulf of Paria. It has an area of 
1,754 square miles, and its staple products are sugar 
and cocoa. It contained three years before The 
abolition of slavery a population of 41,675, of whom 
21,302 were slaves, 16,285 free colored, 3,319 white, 
762 native Indians and 7 Chinese—a little over half 
the population being in slavery. 
The respective areas of these colonlss will be 
readily understood by Americans when we state 
that Mauritius is but little more than half the size of 
R!:ode Island, Trinidad about four-fifths the size of 
Delaware and British Guiana nearly the size of M(n- 
ne^ota. 


THE COMMENCEMENT OP COOLIE IMMIGRATION. 
Immediately after the abolition of slavery was de 
cided by the British Parliament the planters of the 
llaurlt'us foresaw that when it was fully carried 
into effect, tlrir fields would be deserted by thosa 
who had been accustomed to cultivate them, and 
that unless they could supplv themselves with new 
laborers they wonld be utterly ruined. Learning at 
this time that there was a periodical migration of 
c"01les from the denselv populated mountain regions 
of upper India to the seaports and other large towns, 
whither they were driven in search of subsistence, 
they resolved to induce these people to extend their 
wanderings in search oi employment to their island. 
In consequence of the exertions then made the first 
Importation of coolies t jok place in 1834, and within 
five yeirs from that date no fewer than 25,000, about 
one m fifty of whom were women, were landed and 
found ample employment. 
The immigration from In-lta to the Mauritius which 
thus commenced has now been carried on for thirty- 
five years, but it has been subject to constant 
changps, having been alternately permitted, pro- 
hibited, regal.ited and restricted. 
Fro:n 1834 to 1S39 the supply of coolies to the Maur- 
itius was left entirely to private enterprise, and for a 
time was carried on in .^o reprehensible a manner 
that it led to its prohibition in the latter year. The 
planters (rave instructions to commercial houses In 
Calcutta to forward them the number of coolies they 
required, and these houses engaged a class of natives 
calle.l daffadars. who were no better than runners or 
crimps, to procure the same. The latter by decen- 
tlon and art'flce induced, the coolies to enter into 
contracts with themselves, and these contracts they 
were enabled to sen for a good sum to the planters, 
the lat'er paying as mucii as from forty to 100 
Spanish piastres ($44 to $109) for them; but the Hleh 
price which sugar then realized made it not unprofit- 
able to them. By these contracts the coolies were 
bound to serve for five years, generally at the rate of 
five rupees ($2 50) per month, with rations, the first 
six months wages' paid in advance, bnt this advance 
under some pretext or other almost invariably found 
its way into the pockets of the runners 
At the end 


of the term of service the coolie was entitled to a 
free passasie back to India at the expense of the 
planter. This mode of supply was so profitable to 
he runners that they were led to tadnappinu and 
committing other culpable practices for the purpose 
of procuring the number required, and it resulted In 
the Indian government prohibiting the emigration 
at the date menUonea. 
In consequence of the stoppage of supplies an 
association was formed on June 4, 1840, entitled, 
'The Mauritius Free Laoor Association," the object 
of which was to obtain a repeal of the prohibition 
and tne regulation of future emigration; and they 
sue 'ceded in obtaining from the British government, 
on January 15,1842, permission to reopen coolie emi- 
gration, but subect to certain regulations which 
made the introduction und return of coolies in the 
uture to be at the expense of the colony. In addi- 
tion, no encasement with an employer was to be 
made until after the coolie had been lauded forty- 
eipcht hours, when he should be allowed to select tus 
own master, no engagement to be open for a longer 
period than one year at a time, and the coolie to be 
•emitted, to return home before the termination of 
us live years' service in the colony, bet lu such case 
at his own expense. On December 23,1842, this au- 
thon y for reopening CJOlie emigration was pro- 
claimed in India. 
The reopening of emigration could not have com- 
menced at a more opportune time for obtaining a 
go-id supply of laborers, for In 1840 and the two fol- 
owing years there there were Irequent returns to 
ndla oi coolUs who had terminated their engage- 
ments In the Mauritius, and whose economy bad en- 
ibled them to accumulate from $100 to $150 each, 
and this becoming known it acted as a powerful 
mpetus to emigration. 


HOW COOLIES AKE SOrrtlED TO TtlE MJLtmiTTtra. 
Thouffli coolie emigration was now placed strictly 
under government surveillance, agents and pro- 
ectors being appointed la India and the Mauritius, 
he law still left it in the hands of private parties, 
nsiead of importing coolies Into the island itself, 
he government or the Mauritius gave a bounty or 
premium of seven pounds sterling (thirty-five dol- 
arsi for the introduction of a man or woman and 
naif that amount for a child, calculating that these 
inms wonld sufllcientty remunerate those who un- 
lertook the expense of importation. This plan had 
the encct of throwing the trade into the hands of 
peculators ana secondary agents, who .continued 
he objectionable practices which the government 
had intended to supersede. In consequence of this 
he government or the Mauritius eventually aboi- 
shed the Bounty system aud undertook the entire 
collect ion and transportation of coolies, for which 
purpose it established its own agency in India and 
commenced operations under this arrangement on 
April 1,1844. The government now defrayed all the 
expenses of importation, which, including clotting 
and ntensila for the voyage, passage, rations an'5 
esnenses before embarkation, at first averaged only 
about thirty dollars, or five dollars less than the 
bounty fee previously paid, Tlie reforms which have 
)een made since coolie emigration was thus assumed 
by the government 
consist in the term of 
first engagement being extended to three years 
ij 1850, and m ^854 In the passage of an ordinance 
•equiring coolies, on the termination of such first 
mgagement of three yeara, either to enter into fresh 
joiitrao.tis or to commute the remaining two years of 
hfilf "industrial residence'1 at the rate of $6 50 per 
mnvun. From 1851 to 1857 the local government 
undertook to introduce a certain number oi coolies 
aunnully, anil to allot them to applicants in certain 
>roi)ortlons under annual, and. after 1854, under 
Irlennial engagements. The allo'tment was made on 
he basis of the sugar manufactured by the planter, 
or, 11 otherwise engaged m trade, on that of the 
number of laborers employed. But, by a law passed 
n 1S54, provision was made by which planters who 
wished to obtain more than their quota might ac- 
quire the same upon payment to tne government or 
fifteen dollars in addition to the fee of ten dollars 
per head required to be paid upon entering Into con- 
racts with all newcomers—the lull amount being 
requently the entire cost of introduction. This 
charge, however, was changed on July 14,1857, to 
he actual average cost of importation, with the pro- 
portionate cost of importing the females required to 
accompany the males; ana the expense of such im- 
portation appears to nave generally increased from 
ibout twenty dollars, to which amount it had fallen 
in 1S51, to thirty dollars in 1854, and from tnlrty- 
eight dollars to fifty-two dollars, according to the 
port of embarkation, in 1861. 
But still tne former system of private introduction 
was allowed to remain in force, and the working of 
the two systems simultaneously led to evil conse- 
quences from the keenness with which the planters 
competed for the services of immigrants. This com- 
petition, indeed, excited so much discord and led to 
such disgraceful scenes at the immigration depot, 
from the sell-constitnted agency of Sirdars, who 
were little better than crimps, that coolies were, 
on October 48, 1868, allowed to be engaged in India 
under contracts of service for three years, subject to 
an understanding that on the termination of such 
contracts they were »o re-engage with the same em- 
ployer or to enter Into a iresu contract wlih another 
anpioyer for two years, unless they preferred re- 
deeminc the remaining portion of their five years' 
industrial residence »y the payment of eight dollars 
per annum to the colonial Treasary. 
THE COOLIE SYSTEM AS FINALLY SETTLED IN THE 


MAUBlTIfS. 
A short experience of the operation of this mea- 
sure proved it to ne a step In tne right direction; 
bnt it still left the coolies exposed to the unsettling 
and deceptive influence of the crimps at the breaK 
which occurred at the termination of the first con- 
tract of three years; so that it was not until autho- 
rity was given in i860 to make the period of engage- 
ment In India for flve years, which was the full terra 
of industrial residence, that the abuses referred to 
were effectually checked. Bnt the immigrant is not 
compelled to serve out the full term if not properly 
treated, as the contract can be terminated by pro- 
per notification to a magistrate, Jn which case, how- 
ever, tne coolie or his new employer must refund to 
the original importer a proportionate amount of the 
cost of introduction for the unexplred portion of the 
flve years. 
It is in accordance with this plan that the system 
of coolie emigration to the Mauritius is now carried 
on, and the scheme appears to give satisfaction, at 
east to the wealthy planters, but it is less advanta- 
geous to those of limited means thai, the previous 
>lan under which coollea arrived in the colony free 
rom special engagements. Beyond this it has been 
found to have the injurious effect of preventing 
wages from regulttlng themselves from time to time 
>y the price of produce, as they would otherwise do. 
n 1865 there was commenced a half yearly mspec- 
ion, by stipendiary magistrates, of all estates upon 
which coolie laborers werfe employed.- 
The necessity of coolie emigration to the Mauritius 
snow very much decreased, as a vast number of 
hose 'whose period of "industrial residence" has 
expired have become permanent settlers, and can 
readily obtain employment at much higher wages 
ban new comers, which is warranted by their expe- 
•lonce, and the absence of any cost for importation 
o the employers. Many of these old hands, however, 
engage m other employment besides that connected 
vltti tho growth of sugar. 


TUB COOLIES IN BRITISH GtTUNA. 


Wlillc the planters of the Mauritius took time by 
he loicli/cis and suppl ed themselves with the labor 


of ono class before the members of the other wet 
able to desert their old masters, those of the \Ves 
Indies taw 
their fields deserted, thoir 
ex 
ports dwindling into insignificance, and them 
selves ruined. 
In 
British 
Guiana, in 1840 


Ility-clght oat of elgiity 
estates 
were aban 
doued, and many thousand acres of the inos 
fertile soil was lying waste for want of hands to cul 
tivate it. Various schemes were proposed to supply 
the colony with laborers, but none ware carried ou 
except that of following on a small scale the lead o 
the Mauritius and the importation in 1838 or 39 
coolies from Calcutta, under contract for flve years 
service at the rate ol two and a hall dollars pe 
mouth, with rations, lodging, clothing, medical at 
tendance aurt medicines. Unfortunately, from due 
care having been omitted in the selection of these 
laborers and from proper precaution not being taken 
upon their arrival to prevent the diseases which are 
engendered by increase of food and change of ell 
mate, there was at first much sickness and a few 
deaths among these immigrants. This led to the 
putting into force of important and stringent sanitary 
regulations, which had very beneficial results and 
caused the coolies to execute their work well and 
with great cheerfulness. But notwithstanding that 
there were millions of coolies starving in Hindostan 
and eager for employment, and that besides the 
abandoned estates in British Guiana there were In 
that colony hundreds of thousands of acres of virgin 
soil open for cultivation, the Anti-Slavery Society 
now stepped in to prevent any further importation 
of coolies, upon the old plea that such introduction 
"must take away fiom the negroes the fair reward 
of their toil!" 


Distress, therefore, increased to such a frightful 
extent in the West India colonies that ultimately, in 
1842, a Parliamentary committee was appointed to 
inquire into the cause, &c., and this committee re- 
ported that the want of labor was the sole cause of 
tte distress, and that it was advisable to obviate the 
same by promoting "the immigration of a free labor- 
ing population to such an extent as to create compe- 
tition for employment," and that it was "desirable 
that such immigration should be conducted under 
the authority, inspection and control of responsible 
parties." 
A clause was also proposed, but not 
adopted in the report, pointing out that the testi- 
mony before this committee led to the conclusion 
that "the constitutional form, as well as the habits, 
of the natives of some ol the districts of Eastern 
Asia qualified them, in a peculiar degree, in the 
joyment of bodily health and moral comfort as la- 
borers in the We»t Indian climate." 
The term of service of tne first importation of 
coolies expired in 1843, when, out of the 396 who had 
landed 236 were sent home, some of them promising 
to come back again, 62 remained behind ana 98 had 
died, this great loss being attributable to the want of 
care in the selection of the cooUes, many of them 
being the sconrings of tne population or severallarge 
cities m India, and, says the Governor, "it is only to 
be wondered at that they so readily became indus- 
trious, or that so many have survived." Many of 
those who returned took with them savings varying 
from $100 to $330, and the immigration had unmis- 
takably proved beneficial both to the employer and 
the empioved. 


Though." the report of the Parliamentary commit- 
tee most effectually silenced the fallacious argu- 
ments of the friends and self-deputed protectors of 
Sambo audCuffee, still the West India colonists were 
for a time unable to supply themselves with cooiies, 
!u consequence of the emigration thereof being just 
then interdicted by the Indian government, owing, 
as we have already stated, to certain malpractices 
which had attended the purveyance of laborers to 
tne Mauritius; and, though emigration was reopened 
to the Mauritius at the beginning of 1843, it was not 
until the middle of the year 1844 that the Indian gov- 
ernment would ex'enn to the West Indies the privi- 
ege of obtaining coolie laborers, and of participa- 
ting In the advantages to be derived from a large 
emigration. Prom the last named date to the pres- 
ent time, except between 1843 and 1851, coolie emi- 
gration has been regularly carried on between India 
and British Guiana. It has been conducted by the 
colony under proper official supervision, and not, as 
n the Drst instance, by independent planters; and 
the result has fully equalled the most sanguine ex- 
pectations. 


iSTBODTFCTION OP COOLIES INTO TRINIDAD. 
The government of Trinidad also now took steps 
to enable that island to obtain a supply of coolie 
aboiers, and joined hearllly with its sister colony 
of Guiana in the introduction of the new class or 
aborers, ana of a class, loo, that has been the 
means of raising the colonies to a degree of produc- 
tiveness that surpasses tnal of the palmy aays of 
slavery. 
CHINESE 
IMMIGRATION 
TO BRITISH GUIASA AND 


TRINIDAD. 


In addition to Us Hindoo Immigration British 
ulana in 1862 introduced a couple of cargoes of 
Chinese, bnt the cost of their introduction was, found 
o be greater than that of the Hindoo. There- 
fore, with a view to diminishing the expense of 
Chinese immigration, which was the principal ob- 
jection to it, the colonies of British Gniana and 
Jrmidad agreed in 1S63 to establish an agent in 
China and to receive a certain number of Chinese 
aborers each per annum for the next three years. 
The minimum number agreed upon was 2,000, of 
ivhich five-eighths, or 1,250, were for the former and 
hree-eighths, or 750, for the latter colony; but in the 
first year of importation under this arrangement 
his number was exceeded, the arrivals in 1864 
amounting to 2,758. 
It was calculated that the Chinese might be 
andediuthe West'Indles atacootof from twenty 
o twenty-live pounds sterling ($101 to $125) per 
adult, which sum, considering that they do not stip- 
ulate for a return passage, would not exceed the ex- 
pense of the Indian coolie. 


The Chinese who have been received have gener- 
ally given ButiaracHon witix ttie exception of two 
cargoes from Anioy received in Trlmdail m the sea- 
son 1865-68, and in the selection of which proper 
care had not been exercised. Of tne Chinese that had 
been previously received in the latter colony the 
mmlfrrant 
agent 
reported 
that 
ther 
have 
not only been suDordmate aim have -worked well for 
vages, bat that they have surrounded themselves 
with gardens ana have accqulred pigs and poultry; 
and that the women are nearly ail industrious and 
quiet; still there were exceptions, some being idle 
and nnmanageablc. "The Chinese," he says, '-are 
more difficnit to manage than the Indians, and re- 
quire temper and discretion on the part of the over- 
eers. They have no respect for courts where cor- 
ioral punishment is not inflicted, aud are much 
given to petty theft." And he is of opinion that "a 
evere discipline, including corporal punishment, 
vould nave a good effect on their fljot arrival. Im- 
prisonment, with hard labor, ffiey regard without 
apprehension," 


Durlaa the season Of 1866-7 there was no emigra- 
lon frsm china to these colonies. In. the month of 
larch, 1866, the English and French. Ministers at 
Pekin entered into a convention with the Chinese 
government the effect of which would have been to 
o greatly increase the expense of the emigration 
hat it could no longer be carried on with advantage 
o the colonies. Under this convention ID was pro- 
vided that every Chinese emigrant should, at the 
'ml of five years, be entitled to be transferred back 
o China at the expense of the colony; that even if 
he should remain there the sum which would other- 
wise have been paid for his passage should be 
landed over to him: that If he should enter Into a 
econd engagement for flve years he should receive 
a gratuity equal to half the cost of his return pas- 
ace, his right to such return passage at the end of 
h&flrst engagement remaining as before; and that 
invalids, or men incapable of work, should be en- 
itled, at any time, to claim payment of the sum 
necessary to cover the expense of their return to 
'niua. 'Were were other stipulations 01 a question- 
able nature, but the above were those most open to ob- 
ection. This put a stop to Chinese emigration to the 
West India colonies; for, as tne expense of conveying 
iChlnaman thither could not be put at less than £25 
terling ($125), the addition of a return passage 
wonld entail an additional expense of at least £15 
$75), which together would make the cost of the 
Jhlnese about double that of the Indian emigrant. 
Besldes/there were at the time in British Guiana 
about 12,000 and in Trinidad about 1,600 Chinese 
who had been Introduced without any stipulation as 
to back passage, and who were working contentedly 
and satisfactorily; but if others of their country- 
men, no better than themselves, were introduced on 
erms so much more favorable, it was not dimcult to 
onjectnre that it would produce great discon- 
tent 
and 
irritation 
among 
the old immi- 
grants. 
Beyond this 
the 
Chinese, 
bavins 
a special aptitude for combination, which makes 
hem peculiarly formidable when they consider 
hemselves unjustly treated, it was considered un- 
wise (even if the estimate of expense hadnotoeen 
jousiflereH insuperable), so long as any of the old 
mmigrants remained under Indenture in the colon- 
es, to introduce fresh ones in accordance with the 
erms required by the convention. 
LAWS BEOHEATIXO COOLIE EMIGRATION AND LABOK. 
Prom the commencement of coolie emigration the 
government of India has always jealously watched 
he exportation of the natives to other countries, 
and has from time to time passed stringent laws re- 
gulating the same; while the varlons British colonies 
hat have imported the coolies have found it neces- 
sary to legislate for the flue protection and welfare 
of the immigrants during their temporary or perma- 
nent sojourn. 
In 1834 the Legislature of India passed a law con- 
solldatlig the "various laws (seventeen in number, 
aud dating from 1839) relating to the emigration of 
native laborers. It was not only a measure of con- 
siderable importance and utility, but it introduced 
some new and important provisions, intended to 
iroiect emigrants againot frauds, which, experience 
lad shown them to be exposed to. With thia view 
t prohibits recruiting, except by persons licensed by 
he Protector of Emigrants. Jt requires that emigrants 
shall be taken "before a magistrate of the district 
where they are recruited before they are sent forward 
to the port of embarkation that it may be ascer- 
tained that no fraud has been nractlsed npon them; 
that they understand the nature of their engagement 
and that they emigrate voluntarily. It gives addi- 
tional powers to the medical officer of the Indian 
;overnment to ascertain the capability of proposed 
mmigrants; IE regulates the dietary on the voy- 
age, the mode Ot berthing on shipboard and tne 
despatch of vessels to sea, and it, provides an elabo- 
rate system or checks to prevent clandestine or un- 
authorized emigration. Some apprehension'was 
elt in the Mauritius that tbe increased stringency of 
the regulations which this law compelled might tend 
o impede emigration; but thej large number who 
emigrated thither from India m the following year 
1869) proved their fears » have been ungrounded. 
The Legislature, of British Guiana also, on Febru- 
ary 29,1894, passed an ordinance to consolidate and 
amend its laws relating to immigrants, bringing into 
one compilation the laws before contained in sixteen 
ordinances, the earlier of which were in many cases 
partially repealed by the latter. Among tho new 
•revisions which were Introduced, some Saving re- 
rard to the improvement of the sanitary condition 
->r the'houses of coolies ana of the' hospitals upon 
he estates* have had a marked eflect. 
The Legislature or Trinidad, likewise, on March 8, 
865, passed an ordinance on this subject, which rc- 
[>ealed"leu previous Oidinances, le-enacttng, con. 
olldatlng and amending a portion thereof, ana in- 
reducing some now provisions. We append a sum- 


mary of thia new law regulating tha relations be 
tween the coolie and his employer, as it to agiea 
extent resembles tne authorized regulations thereo 
of the other colonies. 


Each employer requiring coolies to be introduced 
at the public expense must make a requisition to 
tho agent general before the 1st of .February in each 
year, stating the number he wants. This number, i 
allotted to him, ne Is bound to take, or forfeit flve 
dollars per heau. if he takes them he has to pay 
the government an indenture fee of fifty dollars 
each, by flve eqnal annual instalments of ten dollars 
each, the first to be paid down and the rest to be 
coine a first charge on the plantation. He is bound 
also, to find the immigrants work for at least 281 
days each In the year; to pay the wages fortnightly 
at the current rate given to unindentured laborers on 
the same estate; to provide them gratis with suit- 
able lodging, medicine and medical attendance, and 
(under a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars) to send 
to a public or duly licensed private hospital every 
JjnnilBrant who may require medical care and treat- 
ment 


The immigrant, on the other hand, is indentured 
to his employer for flve years, aud is bound to work 
nine hours a day for 2SO days in each year, and to 
mane up all lost time, whether arising from sickness 
or any other cause. At the end of the flve years so 
made up the immigrant; is entitled to a "certificate 
oi industrial residence" and to a passport, without 
which he caunot leave the colony. He may, how- 
ever, obtain his certificate of industrial residence 
and passport at the end of either the third or fourth 
year of his mdentureship by giving a month's notice 
to the immigration agent and. paying to mm $1 25 
for each calendar month wanting to make up five 
years and flve cents for each day required to make 
up lost time. He Is then free to Indenture himself, 
for not more than one year at a time, to the same or 
any other employer who will give him a bonus for so 
doing, or he may dispose of himself as he pleases. 
If an Indian, he will at the end of ten years' resi- 
dence (of which flve years must be industrial resi- 
dence, that is, under indenture) be entitled to a 
back passage to India at the public expense. 
The employment of any immigrant who cannot 
produce a certificate of Industrial residence is pro- 
hibited under a penalty on the employer not exceed- 
ing $260 to the Kovernment and $25 a day to the 
master of such immigrant.- Indentures mav be 
cancelled by the agent general for ill-usage or breach 
of contract on the part of employers, and by tho 
Governor for deficient accommodation or medical 
care, or for any other sufficient ground. 
Immigrants nnder indenture are exempt from 
arrest or imprisonment in civil actions, but they are 
liable to imprisonment, with hard labor, fora period 
not exceeding sixty days, if they absent themselves 
Iromworic without lawful excuse. They are also 
liable to fine and Imprisonment, not exceeding 
fifteen dollars and three months, if they are fsund 
beyond the limits of the plantation to which they are 
assigned without having a ticket of lea've from their 
employer. 
The Governor may proclaim the places from 
which Immigration or bounties may take place, 
and fix the rates of bounties payable. Contracts of 
service made out of the colony for any period not 
exceeding flve years, if attested by a notary public 
or British consul, are valid in the colony.

Adding to the above total the 25,000 coolies wjio 
were introduced Into the Island between 1834 a~nd 
.839, we nave a grand total of more than 363,000 
coolies imported during a period of a little over 
hirty years. This number is nearly six times the 
slave population of the island at the time-the eman- 
cipation act was passed. In many instances; how- 
iver, the same coolie will be connted more'than 
mce, having, after visiting his native land, returned 
o the scene of his labors—thus in the last year-given 
n the above table, 5S5, or more than one-tenth of 
hose received in that year, were returned immi- 
grants.

PRESENT POPULATION OP THE MAUBITraS. 
The number of coolies m tne island on the 1st of 
anuary, 1866, was 187,310 males and 78,390 females, 
aKlng a total of 245,700. on deducting tne number 
r Indians who Dad returned nome at that date from 
tiose who had arrived, we have a total of 267,349. 
ne difference between the former and the latter 
otala, amounting to 21,849 will therefore show the 
xcess of deaths over births for a period ol twenty- 
hree years; but it must be considered that the sexes 
elng very disproportionate, especially during the 
arly portion of the period referred to, the births 
must have been oroportionately small In number 
they were 20,209 in the ten years ending 1861), while 
he youne children broucht into the island by the 
women would add materially to the number of 
eaths, in consequence of tne diseases Incident to 
hlldnood. 
Of the 245,700 coolies in the island at the beginnine

UMBER OP COOLIES IMPORTED IJJTO 
THE WEST 


INDIES. 
The West India colonies ao not order their Hindoo 
oolies direct from India as Mauritius does, and 
there is no tabular statement issued of the numbers 
ecaived, as in the case of the latter colony. The sov- 
rnments of British Guiana, Trinidad and one or 
wo other colonies that have undertaken to o"r(can- 
ze and conduct a scheme ot Immigration, annually 
rder through the home government m England the 
umber of laborers required by the planters to be 
ent to them from India. The expenses incurred tn 
otalning these, with cost of passage, &c., is paid 
the colonies receiving them, a portion 
such expenses 
being 
charged 
against 
he planters engaging the coolies, and 
the 
est being provided for by 
colonial 
loans 
nd taxation. The colonies established agents In the 


nd shipping the-nnmfor they were authorized to 
ngage. The Somber or coolies ordered by British 
Guiana in the first four yeara were 6.000, In each of 
he years 1844 ana 1845 6,000, in 1846 and w 1847 
0,000; but the latter number was reduced to s.ooo 
y the British government Trinidad ordered 2,500 
in each of the first two years, 4,ooo in 1S48 and 1,000 
n 1847. It was, however, found impossible to ob- 
tain all the hands desired for these years, owing to 
he much shorter sea voyage rendering emigration 
o th« Mauritius more popular. In fulfilment of 
hese orders about twenty-two thousand—less than 
wo-thirds the number desired—were received in the 
West Indies between the years 184S and J848, of 
vhorn about flve thousand had returned home by 
jie close of 1855, a very large number preferring to 
ostpone their return passage, in consideration of 
ecetpt of bounties, which, when the postponement 
was for flve years, generally amounted to about fifty 
ollars per adult The original engagement was for 
free passage home at tha expense of the colonv 
t the termination of five-years' industrial rest- 
ence. 
" 
After 1848. th«e was no farther emigration from 
ndla to the \7est Indies till 1851, when it was rc- 
ommenccd, and has ever since been continued. 
An extension of the term of residence, previous to 
btalulng a 'freepassage nome, was made in 1853, 
ompelltng those coolies who left India for tne West 
ndles after that date to remain In tbe colonies, 
ngaging them for ten yeara (half of which must be 
nder indenture) before they can claim a return 
assage; and, as this is double the residence required 
n the Mauritius before being returned home, it has 
ansed tne latter to remain the more preferable 
olony to the coolie. 
The number of coollea resident in British Guiana 
nisei was about 35,000,. and in the same year 1C 
•was 18,483 in Trinidad, • In the season of 1S61-2 thero

On June SO, 1866, there were 35,193 Indian and 
Chiness coolies working on estates in British Guiana, 
of whom there were working nnder indenture 
24,526 males and 7,598 females, and not under inden- 
ture i,92S males and 1,141 females.

And in Trinidad the number of Indian Immigrants 
working on estates on October-1,1B66, was 15,500, of 
which number 8,429 males and 2,005 females were 
under indenture, and 3,215 males and 1,851 females 
were not under indenture. 
In the year ending June 30,1865, the number of 
coolies in British Guiana who renewed indentures for 
flve years was 5.920, receiving in bounties $291,800 for 
so doinjr, and during the same period 1,190 paid the 
sum of $18,557 as commutation for farther service 
under indenture, and 363 gave notice of their Inten- 
tion to commute. The number of those wnore- 
indentnred themselves is evidence oi general con- 
tentment of the coolies with their position. Many of 
those who paid commutation were Chinese, who did 
so lor the purpose of obtaining the bounties they 
were enabled to acquire upon entering into fresh in- 
dentures for five years. 


FE1CALE COOLIE EMIGRATION. 
The question of the proportion of females to males 
to be allowed in the emigration of coolies from India 
has been a subject attended with eonsideraole diffi- 
culty, because, on the one hand, a small proportion 
of women give's rise to strifes and jealousies, if not to 
worse crimes, among rhe men; while, on the other 
hand, it has been found that to require a large pro- 
portion leads to the acceptmce of a very inferior 
class or to an injurious limitation of the whole num- 
ber of emigrants. At the commencement of an 
organized coolie emigration in 1S44, the regulations 
required that twelve out of every hundred emigrants 
(or one-eighth) should oe women. This proportion 
was a'terwar Js very much enlarged, and In 1356 an 
increasing scale of female emigration was author- 
ized, commencing at thirty-three per cent for that 
vear and gradually advancing yearly until It reached 
flfty per cent in i860. The proportion of women to 
men was then reduced, in consequence of less pro- 
portionate terms being agreed upon for the intro- 
duction of Indian coolies into the French island of 
Bourbon; but it was eventually decided by the Brit- 
ish government, In 1866, to fix the minimum propor- 
tion of flfty females to every hundred males. 
The proportion of females resident in the Mauri- 
tius is greatly increasing by the excess of males over 
females among returned emigrant. 


WAGES OP THE COOLIES. 
When coolies were first introduce! Into the Mau- 
ritius and British Guiana they were en.-aired under 
contract for a stipulated turn per month. Tnis, how- 
ever, was changed when the emigration was placed 
under official control, and, lite wages generally 
throughout the world, those oi the coolie are now 
regulated by supply and demand. For instance, 
when the cholera put a stoppage to emigration for 
six months In 1856-7 the wages in the Hauntius 
advanced from $3 25 to $4 25 per month, and, as 
laborers continued scarce, coutlnuedjor some time 
near the latter amount. In 1864 the greater bulK of 
tne coolies engaged on the sugar estates received 
wages ranging from S3 50 to $4 50, and In 18«8 the 
average rate was S3 58 per month. The average 
rate of wages In flje colony for the three years 1863- 
04-65 were:—DonJestic servants,aboat $6; field hands, 
about $4 13, and for those engaged in trades about 
seven dollars per month, including rations in every 
case. The average rate of wages for the same period 
in Trinidad was from fifty dollars to $130 per 
annum for domestic servants, forty cents per day for 
field hands, and from eighty-three cents to one dol- 
lar per day for those engaged in trades, with rations. 
In British Guiana, daring the sams years, domestic 
servants received an average of $125 per annum, 
and those engaged in trades Irom fifty cents to two 
dollars per day. In the latter colony fleld hanas are 
paid, according to woili, from thii ty-two to fortv- 
jight cents per task, which can be performed in from 
flve to seven and a half horn's, according to the 
strength and skill of the laborer. 


THRIFT OF THE COOLIES. 


The coolies as a class have been found to be very 
saving of their monev, and the result has been that 
many have returned home withl arge sums of money, 
sufficient to maKe them men of wealth among their 
joor countrymen at home. A party or 447 wtto left 
British Guiana in 1864 in the ship Ganges deposited 
for remittance to India $60,109, equal to S168 75 
for 
each adult in the party; in 
addition 
to which they had on their persons jewelry esti- 
mated to be worth $5,000. In September, 1865, 
another vessel, the Clarence, sailed from the same 
colony with 469 coolies, of whom 389 were adults, 
who carried back with them $56,176, equal to $144 41 
'or each adult. 


One man and his wife, who originally emigrated 
to Tnnidad in 1844-; returned home at the erpiration 
ol flve yeara, came bacK again to Trinided in 1S5S at 
their own expense, and returned home a second 
time, with $1,099 in specie. 


The amount deposited by coolies in the savings 
bank of the Mauritius amounted in the year 1864 to 
nearly $160,000. At the commencement of 1882 there 
were 5,377 depositors, ana the amount then standing 
to their credit was $714,210. The amount carried 
away by returned coolies irom the Mauritius Is be- 
lieved to be very considerable. 


RESULT OF COOLIE LABOB IN THE MAUIUTniS. 
The best method of testing the advantages of 
coolie labor is to compare tho production of the 
various colonies before its introduction and ac the 
iresent time, in consequence of the planters 
a the Mauritius availing themselves of this 
clasg of labor before their slaves were enabled to 
desert thftm, the product of the island never declined 
to that great extent which was experienced in other 
colonies. In tne two last years ot slavery the ex- 
portation or sugar was 67,486,572 pounds in 1833, 
and 71,143,898 pounds in 1834; the next year, being 
he first or the apprenticeship system, there was a 
"ailing off in exports ol about ten per cent, the 
amount being 64,854,515 pounds, and the year fol- 
owing there was a further decline of 1,500,000 
pounds. But the flrst lot of coolies, of whom it will 
ie remembered about £5,000 were introduced be- 
tween 1834, and 1839, now began to have an effect 
upon the produce of the island, so that in 1841 the 
exportation of sugar amounted to 34,505.825 pounds— 
>ae-third more than what it had been in 1SSS; and 
hen the prohibition imposed npon coolie emisra- 
ion by the Indian government in 1839 becan to effect 
he colony, as the contracts of those who had been 
ntrodnced into the island were expiring, ana they 
were rapidly returning borne. This. lea to a falling 
o£f m exports of nearly 10,000,000 pounds in 1842, 
and a further decline of 17,600,000 pounds m 1S4S, 
being a rail of about thirty uer cent to only two 
ears, and making the exportation in the last-named 
•ear amount to 59,419,678 pounds, or nearlv 12,000,000 
ess than in the last year of slavery—plainly proving 
hat If the planter had been compelled to depend 
upon the negro for the cultivation of his lands he 
must ultimately have been rained. Fortunately for 
him, just at this tune coolie emigration was recom- 
menced, and with It tne fortunes of the island were 
evlved, so that in 1S44 the exportsTose to 78,245,699 
>ounds and m the next year to 94,384.197 pounds. 
And from that period the production of the colony 
gradually increased in almost evact ratio to the 
mmber of coolie laborers it received, so that by 1857 
;he export of sugar reached, 231,987,012 pounds, and 
n 1865 It had further advanced to 270,054,783 pounds, 
with 436,395 gallons of rum—both being the products 
Df the sugar cane. These facts give practical and 
onclusive evidence of the advantage of employing 
coolie free labor as a substitute for that of the negro. 


RESULT OP COOLIE LABOR IN BRITISH GTJIANA. 
The result of the employment of the.eool!e has not 


>een so remarkable in this colony as In the Mauri- 
ins, for while the planters in the latter colony have 
been desirous of developing its resources to the 
utmost extent, those of the former appear to have 
een content with the tnp'ply 6F an amount of fabor 
erely sufficient to fill the deficiency caused by the 
eseraon of the negroes from the estates, and this, 
as the colony is one hundred times the area of the 
Mauritius and contains tens of thousands of square 
miles of rich virgin land, exhibits a great want of 
nterpnse or of capital. . Bnt many of the obstacles 
o the obtainment oi iaborens and the distress 
aused by emancipation In Guiana were unknown in 
he Mauritius. The statistics ot its exports will tell 
he story. When the compuisory labor of the negro 
was drawing to a close in 1S3«, the second year of 
he apprenticeship system, there were exported 
rom Gniana 67,929 hogsheads of sugar, 85,489 
juncheons of, rum 
and 
48,043 puncheons 
f molasses. 
In is.10, during the last flve 
months of 
which 
the negroes had become 
ntlreiy free, 
the 
falling 
off 
in 
exports 
Irom those of two years previous was about one- 
ourth, and in the following year, 1SS9, the exports 
were only about half what they had been in 1836, the 
eficit In value at the prices which colonial produce 
hen realized being nearly $5,750,000; for, notwiin- 
tanding that in this colony every mechanical con- 
trivance that could be devised to ease manual labor 
tad been introduced, it was almost impossible to 
irevall upon the negroes to work. Coolie labor has 
_ieen the sole means of not only restoring to the 
colony its lost productive power, but It has latterly 
enabled it to considerably exceed its exports of 
836—those of 1865 being 86,262 hogsheads of sugar, 
1,406 puncheons of mm and 14,635 puncheons or 
molasses—nearly the whole ol IS Dems tHe produc- 
ion of coolie labor. 


RESULT OP COOLIE LABOR 1ST TRINIDAD. 


The experience of Trinidad has been nearly the 
ame as that of its neighboring colony, British 
Guiana. The produce of sugar, which in 1835 was 
44,732,430 pounds, fell in 1840—two years after tha 
laves became free—to only 23,377,776 pounds. In 
859 about 71,000,000 pounds were exported, and In 
864 more than 75,000,000 ponnd* were sent to Great 
Britain alone from tills island. The two last namcu 
amounts were almost entirely the production of 
oolie labor, such negroes as were willing to woik 


having, In a ereat measure, taken to the cocoa 
plantations which abound in the Island. 
In these statistics of results we have only quoted 
the leading exports of the colonies referred to; but 
they are sufficient to indicate the advantages arising 
from the employment of coolie labor, which has, la 
these instances; been the means of raising im- 
poverished lands into highly prosperous possessions. 


A PEW WORDS OP ADVICE. 
°JJ inquiries into the coolie system have convince? 
us that if the Asiatic laborer, be he Chinaman or 
Hindoo, is to be made a source of profit to the Cau- 
casian, ne must be treated as a man and dealt witli 
fairly ami nonestly. if his confidence is not gamea 
it will be Impossible to obtain the full benefit of his 
services. To make him a profitable laborer we must 
flrst make him a willing servant, and that this 
can be done Is evidenced by the details 
which we have here given. 
We find this 
petal aptly illustrated by Governor Hlgglnsen, 
of the Mauritius, wno, in one of his annual reports 
on the condition of the colony, says:—"It may be 
affirmed without Hesitation that in no part of the 
world does the agricultural laborer possess superior 
advantaees to those enjoyed by the Indian immi- 
grant in the Mauritius, While Here his interests are 
guarded with the most zealous care, the full value 
of his labor amply secured to him, and the wages 
obtained by him so high, that in a few years he is 
enabled either to return to his native country in. 
affluence, as compared wltn his previous poverty, or 
to follow within tne colony such trade or calling as

Trial of Boulton and Park in London—Felony 


and Misdemeanor—Tne Cass Postponed— 


Argnmenta in Court—lie Indictment. 


[From the London Globe, June 9—Evening.] 


•THE woitE-f PEBSOSTATOBS"—CHARGES AGAINST 


BOUXTON AJO> PAKK. 
This remarkable case came on for trial to-day at- 
ths Central Criminal court, before Mr. Justice BlacX- 
burn. Tne prisoners, Ernest Bonlton, twenty-two, 
law clerk, ana Frederics William Park, twenty-three, 
cleric, were indicted with having committed felony 
with each other, and with Lord Arthur Pelham Clin- 
ton, aud with aiding and abetting; also with inisde- 
meano-. The Attorney General, the Solicitor Gen- 
eral, Mr, Poland and Jir. Archibald appeared for the 
prosecution. Mr. Sergeant Parry, Mr. Ssrgeaut Bal- 
iarrtlne, Mr. Besley and Mr. Straight defended the 
prisoners. 
Mr. Sergeant Parry said, that he and sir. straight 
appeared for Park. The indictment was for feiony, 
and he desired that he might be allowed to see it. 
Mr. Justice BlacEburn—If you really have any 
doubt what the felony is doubtless the law onicers 
of the Crown will explain it to you. The prisoners 
were committed by the magistrate, and the evidence 
is Known- Had it been an application on the part of 
the others who were not charged before tbe magis- 
trate the application would have been a very diaer- 
ent one. 
Mr. Sergeant Parry—I was also going to ask gen- 
erally for a postponement of the trial until next ses- 
sion. 
The learned Jndge—On. what ground? 
Sergeant Parry—We are really unprepared now to 
take the trial. 
The learned Judge—I think: they must first hear 
the indictment read, and we can hear any applica- 
tion af terwaros. 
The various counts of tfce Indictment were then 
read over to the prisoners, to all of which, with the 
exception of the charge of misdemeanor, they un- 
hesitatingly pleaded riot gnllty. On the count as to 
misdemeanor there was a slight hesitation, but, alter 
a look towards their counsel, they also pleaded not 
guilty to this. The prisoners were very pale, and 
the nonchalance with, which they had treated the 
charges when preferred at Bow street had Riven 
place to an evident sense of the gravity of their sica- 
atlon. 
Tne indictments having been preferred, 
Mr. Sergeant Parry said:—In the first place, as re- 
gards the indictments for felony, this is the flrst time 
that the various charges of felony have been made 
against the prisoners. I think I speak for Sergeant 
Bailantine also when I say that various charges are 
now mado which have never beea distinctly made 
before, and of which neither the prisoners nor 
their counsel, nor their attorneys, had any notice 
until the indictment was just read. I think it will 
require considerable tune and attention to read 
through the depositions, in order to shape the de- 
fence against those charges of felony. As to the 
second count of misdemeanor, I have now, for the 
flrst time, heard of it; and if I had not now heard 
.t for the first time, I do not know whether I should 
or should not have advised my client to demur to it. 
The indictments we have never heard before, and 
do not understand now—at least, I, for one, do not. 
The learned Judne—I do not know wnether your 
object is that all these eharsea should be postponed 
till next session or that some of them should be 


ie'l now. 
The Attorney General—They should ail be post- 


poned. 
The learned Judge—Of course, if both the prison- 
ers and the prosecution wish them to be postponed 16 
will only be reasonable to do so. 
The Attorney General—I think I ought to say that, 
after reading the depositions very carefullv, aud 
after also considering additional evidence which has 
since bsen furnished to us. I felt it my duty to see 
that indictments were preferred against otner per- 
sons. I think it would be Hard for those-persona to 
be called upon to plead now, aud should prefer, 
npon every ground, that the charges should be post- 
poned. I think there are many reasons why we 
should not enter upon the Investigation until next 
session. 
The learned Judge—That being so, I shall have no 
objection to postpone ths trial. 


Mr. Besley—Mr. Sergeant Bailantiue concurs in the 
application. 
The learned Judge—I understand, then, that it is 
the application of both sides f 
Mr. tiealey—In the case of Louis Charles Hurt 
who is indicted for misdemeanor, I beg to apply 
:hat he may come ia and surrender and give bail for 
his appearance. 


The Judge—As to bail, that is another question; 
but, of course, he has the right to come in and sur- 
render. 
sir. Besley—I believe that there is no objection to 
bail being given, and that your lordship would be 
asked to nx the amount. 


The Judge—If ttfere is no objection to bail it will 
then only be a question of amount. 
Tha Attorney General—I should not object te ball 
being given. 


Mr. Besley—Would your lordship mention the 
amount? 


The Jndge—I cannot do that without hearing all 
the facts. 
Mr. Bestey—Mr. Hurt has not been keeping out of 
the way at all, but has been seen from day to day by 
nspector Thomson, who has charge of the case, and 
its whereabouts are known. The indictment is only 
"or misdemeanor. 


The Judge—He muse be admitted to bail in such an 
amount as we may reasonably conclude will secure 
his attendance. You may apply to any judge—not 
necessarily to myself—and if the Attorney General 
and yourselves agree as to what would be a suffi- 
cient amount the Judge will jrrant it. The trial of 
the prisoners is postponed until next session. 
Trial postponed accordingly. 
It is stated that £6,000 has been sent anonymously 
'or the defence or Boultou and Park. 


The London Globe adds on its editorial page the 
ollowmg remarks:— 
We have reason to believe that all the parties 
against whom fresh warrants were yesterday Issued 
in tae "men-women" case, so far from keeping out; 
of reach, were, with the exception of Lord Arthur 
Jhnton, who has been abroad for some time, among 
the crowd in or about the court. It is rather unfor- 
tunate that by the fact of all the persons whose names 
have been implicated being put on their trial, they 
will be unable to be called as witnesses, and will 
ose the opportunity of giving any explanation they 
might desire.

That old ex-Promior of England, 
Earl 


Russell, is much exercised about the probable 
fate of the British colonies, and particularly 
about those in North America. 
We learn 


through a telegram from London, which was 
published in our issue of yesterday, that he 
liad moved in the House of Lords for a com- 
mission to inquire into the means whereby 
union between England and her colonies may 
be perpetuated. la the course of his remarks 
he said that the great national armaments 
now on foot and the vast improvement made 
in navies made the question of the relations of 
Great Britain with her colonies a grave one. 
He argued in favor of maintaining intact the 
colonial empire, and dwelt particularly on 
preserving the union with the Canadas. 
He 


wanted greater facilities for reinforcing the 
naval and military power in Canada in case of 
an emergency, and he expressed his regret at 
the withdrawal of the garrison from Quebec, 
an aot which ho considered-both imprudent 
and impolitic. 


England has been the greatest colonizing 


nation in the history of the world, and she may 
well be proud of the results. The foundation 
of oar mighty republican empire was laid by 
her. The three millions of colonists at the time 
of the revolt from British rule have become 
forty millions of republican freemen. It is 
fair to say, too, that the principles of liberty 
and local self-government were instilled in the 
minds of these hardy British colonists and 
were brought over from the old country, 
though they have expanded and become more 
fruitful since. The present British-American 
colonies have become a little empire, though 
overshadowed by the far more rapid growth of 
the United States. The foundation of another 
empire of English-speaking people is laid in 
Australia. India, though not a colony in the 
strict sense of the term, is under colonial rule 
and is a vast and prosperous empire in itself. 
The settlements in Africa, at the Cape of Good 
Hope and other parts of that Continent, are 
taking deep root and spreading. There are, 
besides, other colonial possessions in different 
parts of the world of considerable importance 
if not so prosperous and progressive. 
The 


only exception to British success in the colo- 
nies are the "West Indies. These were once 
very flourishing and productive, particularly 
the island of Jamaica; but when slavery was 
abolished these declined and have not yet 
recovered their former prosperity. 
The flag of 


England_floats over Biitisb. territory on every 
continent and in every part of the globe, and 
it is the proud boast of Englishmen that the 
sou never sets on the dominions of the Queen. 


But it was not and is not glory alone that 


England looked to in establishing and spread- 
ing her colonial empire. Commerce has been 
her great object. 
To multiply her products.

The platform of the new party, so far 
aa we can see, is based upon political equality 
without distinction of color, but having a de- 
cided repugnance to radical stealings and cor- 
ruptions, white or black. Its principles are a 
shade whiter than those of the carpet-bag 
black man's party, and considerably more pa- 
triotic than those of the unreconstructed rebel 
faction. 
With energy and prudence the new 


party may make itself heard and respected at 
the next election. 


A MODEL COUNCIL.—The Unitarians have 


been in council in Cleveland. The delegates 
were numerous. There seems to have been 
no lack of speeches. But certainly the Unita- 
rians are not of one mind. One of the speakers 
said that what the Church wanted was the 
Holy Ghost. Another had no faith in a Holy 
Ghost religion. By some of the speakers Jesua 
Christ was ranked with a famous Mohammedan 
giri, who had worked some great reform in 
Peraia, and placed somewhat lower than 
Chunder Sen, This of course shocked some 
good people. 
If the Unitarians have no 


more of the spirit of unity in tiem than this 
Cleveland Conference has revealed, we fear 
many eloquent Hepworths will be needed to 
bring the world around to the Unitarian 
standard. When the shepherds point in so 
many directions what is to become of the 


to find employment for her capital, to open 
and extend markets for her manufacturers and 
to keep her vast commercial marine profitably 
occupied, has been her chief and constant aim. 
And she has succeeded. The cost of main- 
taining the colonies has been paid over and 
over again through commercial advantages 
and profits. We are not surprised, therefore, 
that British statesmen cling to this vas 
colonial empire, or that Earl Russell pleads 
f jr maintaining it intact. But apart from th 
profit and glory to the nation the aristocracy 
and governing class of England find in the 
colonies profitable and honorable positions fo 
an army of English employes. Of cours. 
a great many of these are the young men o 
aristocratic and influential families, and as a 
consequence there is an earnest desire among 
that class to hold on to the colonies for the 
sake of the offices. 
They are too apt, conge 


quently, to lose sight of what would be bes 
for the colonies and to study only their own 
immediate interests. Still England is advanc 
ing in a liberal colonial policy and in accord 
ance with the progress of the age. 
She 


conceding more and more self-government tc 
the colonists, both from necessity and with a 
view of attaching more firmly the colonies ti 
herself. 


Still British pride and the interests of a par- 


ticular governing class make England to< 
tenacious to hold on to some of her coloniei 
when it would be clearly to their advantage t( 
be independent or to change their allegiance 
The United States have been a greater blessing 
to England and to her commerce, as well as to 
the world, than they would have been had 
they remained colonies. 
This is too apparen 


to need argument, and there is no British 
statesman, we suppose, that will not admit the 
fact. It would be the same, no doubt, with 
Canada and the other American colonies ii 
they wera free or annexed to the United States. 
Their growth is slow, comparatively. 
Immi- 


gration instead of going there to any great 
extent actually leaves for the more free, pros- 
perous and progressive States on the border, 
and these colonies, so long as they remain 
such, must be overshadowed by this republic. 
It would be greatly to their interest to be 
annexed to the United States. That, indeed, 
must be their destiny in the end, and states- 
men who only look to the welfare of the people 
ought to prepare the way at once for that 
inevitable event 
Earl Kussell is short- 


sighted in this matter. It would be better for 
those colonies that are full grown, like the 
Canadas, if they were free, and better also for 
England. 
Great Britain should turn her 


attention to Asia as a colonial Power, and 
leave her distant English-speaking populations 
to govern themselves. 
She is already a great 


Asiatic Power, and may become much greater. 
Her colonial mission henceforth is there. The 
British colonists, both in America and else- 
where, will in the end follow the example of 
the United States and become independent.

Tue assault was made by fivo 


hundred Sioux, friends and compatriots of out- 
late guests, Red Cloud and Spotted Tail. 
About three weeks ago, even while the -red 
chiefs were on their way to the White House, 
we heard that this attack was premeditated, 
and we received by telegraph at the same time 
the humiliating intelligence that there were but 
fifty United States soldiers in the fort fit for 
duty in this terrible emergency. Well, the 
friends of Red Cloud have come down "like a 
wolf on the fold" upon the poor unprotected 
woodchoppers, and cut them off, of course, 
with proverbial Indian brutality. 
Colonel 


Barron, of the Thirteenth infantry, reports that 
this is the opening of a war. If a more serious 
inauguration of a series of savage assaults, 
cattle stealing and massacres—for it cannot b3 
dignified with the name of war—doss not take 
place in the vicinity of Fort Laramie very 
soon we mistake the spirit of Red Cloud, the 
chief of thirty-two hostile tribes, when he 
left for the West, and we miscalculate the 
temper of the six thousand warriors to 
whom he goes back, discontented and disap- 
pointed, to report the failure of his mission, 
and to tell of all the stale gammon which he 
heard in Washington, of which the poorest 
warrior in all his tribes was sick and weary 
long ago. They have heard it so often that it 
palls even upon the savage appetite. 


The fact being admitted that these red men 


must be dealt with as savages who stand in 
our way—as a race wholly beyond the capaci- 
ty of civilization, from whom nothing can be 
expected but cowardly murders and conflagra- 
tion—is it not the duty of the government at 
this moment to take precautions on the fron- 
tier where this movement is threatened, by 
sending a sufficient number of troops to the 
different forts so as to insure their Drotection ? 
The difficulty heretofore has been that our 
posts are too far apart and in a manner 
isolated. 
We could cite 
many instances 


where troops were seriously harassed by being 
cut off from reinforcements for several days. 
Take the case of General Forsyth's gallant but 
fatal 
defence 
against 
an overwhelming 


band of savages 
some two years ago 


when he lay, with his little handful of men 
without food, behind a temporary earthwork 
on the open prairie, for several days before a 
reinforcement could relieve him. If there are 
not soldiers enough on the Plains for the 
service required why not send more? We 
have plenty of troops lying comparatively idle 
in the forts in the East and South who might 
be sent to the frontier. What do we want of 
a garrison at Governor's Island, for instance, 
or Fort Hamilton, or Fort Richmond, or 
Fortress Monroe? Men enough to fire the 
morning and evening gun, to hoist and lower 
the flag at sunrise and sunset and beat the 
noisy drum for reveille and tattoo are all 
that are required at these posts just now. If, 
then, it be that we cannot cope with the 
savages on the Plains, cannot keep them in 
subjection and cannot protect our people in 
their lives and property with our present force 
out there, why not send more soldiers ? There 
is no excuse for our regular troops being ha- 
rassed and butchered in detail by these savage 
wretches, and the advance of civilization being 
retarded by the murder of white citizens and 
the destruction of their liomestaada, white wo 
have plenty of soldiers at the disposal of the 
government to make the Plains, from New 
Mexico to Dacotah, too hot to hold the savage 
tribes who remain incorrigible.

Quarantine Troubles—The 
Why and tho 


Wherefore. 


Some of the city journals failed entirely last 


summer to discover the robberies and the 
smuggling operations that were carried on by 
the quarantine establishment under Dr. Swin- 
burne. They never discovered the fact that 
three lines of vessels were driven from New 
York to Eastern ports to escape the exactions 
of the Health Officer. 
They closed their eyes 


on the representation that one vessel had to pay 
last summer upwards of twenty-six thousand 
dollars before it was permitted to pass through 
the Narrows. 
They never informed their 


readers that all vessels, whether from sickly 
or healthy ports, were forced to pay tribute to 
Dr. Swinburne before they were permitted to 
come to the city. They had no knowledge of 
the circumstance that steamers' passengers 
were compelled to take passage from the quar- 
antine ground to the eity on Dr. Swinburne's 
steamboat Governor Fenton, and were charged 
a dollar a head, while in many cases the vessels 
which brought them inside the Hook would 
reach their wharves before they were landed 
from the Governor Fenton. 
They never 


learned that the quarantine establishment last 
season, besides the money that was made in 
smuggling, extracted from the merchants and 
shipowners upwards of a quarter of a million 
of dollars in less than five months. All these 
and hundreds of other minor outrages the 
loly horror journals failed to become cognizant 
of because Dr. Swinburne permitted the boats 
and men of the quarantine establishment to be 
used in collecting marine news for them. 


Now there is a change in this respect at 


Quarantine. 
The new Health Officer refuses 


to have anything to do with the collection of 
ship news, or to engage in any business 
hat does not appertain to fhe duties of his 
>ffice, and hence the suddenly acquired inte- 
•est that some of the papers have taken in the 
business of the merchants.

It may be remem- 
bered that the Mount Cenis Tunnel route 
reduces the distance from London to Brindisi, 
far south in Italy, to 1,577 miles, and the time 
of transit to seventy-five hours. Brindisi is 
but 830 nautical miles from Alexandria in 
Egypt, and consequently the s?a passage is 
made 648 miles shorter than that at present 
pursued froM Marseilles, in France, and there 
is an actual saving in the whole distance of 
122 miles, the stretch from London to Alexan- 
dria by the old French route being 2,551, 
and by the Italian route no more than 2,429 
miles. 


Thus it will be perceived that the St. 


Gothard Railway is to be but another grand 
link in that chain of enlightened enterprises

But even 
there it is of paramount importance, since it 
apparently opens Switzerland to outside Ger- 
man influences for both peace and war, and 
affords, if firmly held, quick access for North- 
ern armies into Italy. Therefore the debate 
upon it was long and agitated, but at last it 
was reported favorably to the Federal Coun- 
cil and the work was planned. Opposition 
to it sprang from the wealthy canton of 
Zurich, which is somewhat jealous of Lucerne 
and chiefly interested in the United Swiss 
Railway, which runs along the Valley of the 
Rhine to Chur. 
Morever, the Rothschilds, 


who are heavy shareholders in the United 
Railway, strove earnestly to carry this new 
line over the Splugen Pass, lying farther to 
the eastward, and were sustained in their design 
by the Italian muncipalities of Bergamo and 
Venice, which would be benefited more by it 
than by the St. Gothard scheme. But it is 
now felt that the Splugen also can have its 
railroad, and the obstacles in the way of the 
one we now discuss are dying out. The North 
German Parliament has voted the required 
subsidies, the amount of capital called for in 
Switzerland is nearly all collected and the 
Italian Chambers are taking favorable action.

Tho Workings of the Coolie Mystcm-Iu 


Operation In tlio British Colonies. 


The Chinaman, as an element of labor, is 


now fairly upon us. The advanced guard has 
arrived, and before long the Pacific Railroad 
bids fair to become the line of march of a 
great array of Celestial workers intent upon 
conquering a living in our Northern factories 
and in our Southern fields. In the former ho 
will have to contend against a race that is far 
superior to him in intellect and in physical 
strength, and one that is ever ready to work ; 
but in the latter his opponents, if they can be 
dignified by such a term, will be a race who 
are notoriously lazy and whose intellectual 
calibre is of a very low order. 


In the introduction of a new element into 


the population of a country, and especially 
when that element consists of a race widely 
different from those races which already in- 
habit it, there is much to "be learneS Trom 
experience. What may be the results of the 
employment of Chinese labor in our factories 
we have yet to learn, as the little knowledge 
that has been already gained in this respect in 
California is insufficient for such purpose. 
But we have plenty of data to prove to us the 
advantages that will be likely to accrue to tho 
South by the introduction of coolie labor into 
its agricultural system, in the results that have 
been derived from a like introduction into the 
British colonies, which, thirty years ago, had 
to pass through an ordeal similar to that which 
is now being experienced in the South. 
It is 


true that the predominant class which has 
been introduced into those colonies is some- 
what different to the Chinese, but still the 
Hindoo is but another variety of the same 
race, and sufficiently similar to warrant us in 
inquiring into the results of the introduction 
of the one for information as to the pros- 
pective results of the employment of the 
other 
in 
a 
like 
field 
of 
operations. 


And yet, while 
the 
coolies 
of 
Hin- 


dostan 
have been the mainstay of the 


colonial planters for the last three decades, 
still they have not been their only source of 
labor supply; for in two of the colonies a con- 
siderable number of Chinese have been intro- 
duced, and they have been found to work har- 
moniously with their fellow Asiatics and to 
have freely subjected themselves to the same 
rules and regulations. 


In view of the "coming man," we publish 


in other columns a comprehensive account of 
the coolie system in the British colonies—giv- 
ing its complete history, setting forth the diffi- 
culties that beset its introduction and how they 
have been overcome, describing the laws and 
regulations by which it is at present governed, 
and by iacts and figures exemplifying the suc- 
cess of the system by its remarkable results. 
It is the most complete review of the entire 
question of coolie labor that has yet been pre- 
pared, and as it is compiled from official 
papers its accuracy may be thoroughly relied 
upon. The article will afford important infor- 
mation to all who are interested in the labor 
problem of the present day, though, as a 
matter of course, from the nature of our gov- 
ernment, many of the regulations that are 
observed in the British coolie system would not 
be admissible here, where tho laborer must 
be a free agent. The facts contained in the 
paper BUOW that the Asiatic is not only a will- 
ing and cheerful, but an industrious, worker; 
and that he has been satisfied with the treat- 
ment ho has received is evidenced in tho great 
number who have been found ready to re- 
engage at the expiration of their contract 
period of "industrial residence," and to do 
this they must for some years forego the privi- 
lege of a free passage to their native land. 
Coolies appear to be specially adapted to labor 
in warm climates. 
They have turned the 


"howling wildernesses'' of tropical possessions 
into lands overflowing with sugar, rum and 
molasses. They have in a remarkable degree 
enriched the British colonial planter. By all 
means let them be recruited for a like purposo 
into the service of the planters of the South. 
Let us have lively Asiatics who will work 
rather than lazy Africans who will not work. 


A HEALTH OFFICER NOT TO BE BKIBED.— 


One of the very remarkable complaints that 
certain of the city merchants make against Dr. 
Carnochan is that they cannot bribe him to 
wink at violations of the Quarantine law. Wo 
have hitherto heard of the complaint that 
health officers were bribed, and now wo hear 
quite another tune. But what a commentary 
is this complaint on the effort now making to 
bully the authorities into permitting the infec- 
tion of the city!

Destruction of Trow & Smith's Book Manu- 


facturing Establishment. 


At about eight o'clock last evening a flre broke out 


on the third floor of the extensive bnlldlaa Kos. 205, 
SOT, 209, 211 and 213 East Twelfth street, owned and 
occupied by the Trow & Smith Book Manufacturing 
Company. The flames spread very rapidly, and 
despite the utmost exertions of the firemen, who wera 
prompt In attendance and efficient in their services, 
the flre ascended to the upper floors of the western 
end of the building which were completely gutted. Tho 
ire also got in under the root and burned obstinately 
for some time, defying all the eaorts of tho firemen 
to extinguish it. Beroie tne flames could be extin- 
guished a Heavy loss was involved. The building 13 
about 125 feet In length and forty feet deep. It was 
formerly owned by John a. Gale, and oooupled as a 
pianoforte factory. The loss on building is estimated 
at $30,000, on which there is an insurance of $60,000. 
The loss of the Trow & Smith Book Manufacturing 
Company on stock of paper, printing materials, ma- 
chinery, Ac., is estimated at $100,000. They are in- 
sured for $160,000 in various city aud out of town 
companies. 
At the time of the flre the company were busily 
engaged in printing off and issuing the New York 
City Directory. J3nt 4,000 copies of the Directory 
had been issued and 6,000 copies which were ready 
to be placed in the hands of the binders, and 
these were ail destroyed, involving a heavy loss. 
The stereotype plates for printing the Directory are, 
hyfff&i 
St8Ifi3 *n JUS Vft.nl^ in Uie bajiement, and 
fire iaerefore preserved la. tact. The issuing of tha 
Directory will be delayed but a few days. 
The cause of the flre is entirely unknown at pre- 
sent, and none of the employes can e»vo any infor- 
mation on the subject.

SOLUTION OF THE Missraa MAN'S ABSENVE. 


The intelligence alluded to places Foster ju an 


unenviable aud, at best, suspicions position, and 
may result in the unmasking of a worthless adven- 
turer, whose hypocrisy has only been equalled by 
nis assurance. 
From iuiormation obtained by Sergeant Flandrau 
at Foster's late boarding house, j esterday. It ap • 
pears that before leaving, on the afternoon of the 
eth Inst. he appeared much excited, and after re- 
inarKing that he was going onltlie river Inqmred about 
tue .Ncir Jersey shore opposite, and how far buck 
tne railroad was. it was further learned that he 
took with him a small package containing a change 
of light underclothing. It may here be stated tuat 
the telegram sent frota YonKers on Tuesday morning 
to Portland, Me., was answered at a late hour on 
that evening, and set forth that Foster "had not 
been there in two months." 
Tne message, which 
was sent to a person whom Foster had always given 
his wife to understand was his "mother,'' was not 
answered by Her, but bore the signature of another 
womau. It will be remembered taat the unhappy 
wile of the missing man did not wait for a reply to 
her telegram, but proceeded to Portland herself. 
The cause or her doing so may be mierred from the 
following circumstances: — 
When Foster nrst arrived in Yonkers he was heard 
to remark that the only person he knew In that vil- 
lage was a Swedenborgian clergyman, whose ac- 
quaintance he had fomied In the army, where the 
latter was chaplain and he himself assistant surgeon. 
Tnis gentleman was informed of the circumstance 
after the missing man had left, but he failed to recol- 
lect -having met Foster in the army. He subse- 
quently was the first to communicate to Mrs. Foster 
the intelligence of her missing husband, and durlug 
the interview was made familiar with circumstances 
whloli reminded him that he had met Foster before. 
The lady informed her auditor that she had been 
married to Foster only three vears, and previous to 
that event she was a widow with six children. Her 
first Husband, having been successful m mercantile 
affairs was enabled at his death to leave his family 
in comfortable circumstances, -a handsome legacy 
ueiu" settled on each of his children, while their 
mother was bequeathed a lite interest in the entire 
estate. She spoke highly of Mr. Foster as a polished 
gentleman and 


A K1SD, AFFECTIONATE HUSBAND. 


•When asked about her husband's relatives and 
what State he was from, the lady replied that his 
native city was Portland, where he had always in- 
formed her his motner (0. Mrs. Southgate) resided in 
comparative affluence, she had not yet seen this per- 
son however, but Had on several occasions written 
to her aitnough she had never received a reply to 
any of her notes. Occadtona'iy her husband would 
visit Portland, and on his return would invariably 
bring verbal answers Xrom his "mother.'' breathing 
the most affectionate regard for her daughter-in-law.
